ADMIRAL IS COMMANDED 
10 SEIZE CUSTOM -ROUSE 


Unless All the Claims of France Are 
Satisfied by the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment—French Foreign 
Office Is Silent About 
the Matter. 


Paris, October 31.—‘‘The entire French 
Mediterranean squadron left yesterday 
afternoon,” says the Toulon correspondent 
of The Figaro. “While one division put 
in at Salins D'Hyeres, another composed 
of three battleships and two cruisers, un- 
der the command of Admiral Caillard, 
proceeded to the Levant. Two thousand 
troops will be added to this force. 

“Admiral Calllard’s orders are that, if 
complete satisfaction is not immediately 
given by the Ottoman government to all 
the claims of France, he shall seize the 
custom house of the port nearest his 
squadron. It is bellfeved his destination 
is the island of Mitylene or Salonika. 
The island commands the entrance to the 
Dardanelles and the gulf of Smyrna.” 

Several morning papers confirm The 
Figaro’s Toulon advices. 

Rumors to the same effect were current 
in Paris late last evening, but the foreign 
office professed to know nothing about 
the matter, 


WORDS THAT RUINED BULLER. 


Text of His Message to General Sir 
George White. 

London, October 31.—The National Re- 
view gives the essential terms of t#” 
“spatch-cecked” dispatch of Sir Redvers 
Buller to General Sir George White when 
fri command of the beleaguered British 
garrison at Ladysmith. According to this 
authority the message ran as follows: 

“IT have been repulsed. You will burn 
your ciphers and destory all your ammu- 
nition. You will then make the best 
terms you can with the Boers after I 
have fortified myself on the Tugela.”’ 

General Buller, in the speech which led 
to his dismissal from the command of 
the First army corps, challenged The 
National Review to publish the complete 
dispatch and to explain how it was obe 
tained, declaring that he would then 
publish a certified copy of the original 
and allow the public to judge the mat- 
ter. 

The editor of The National Review now 
explains that he got the dispatch from 
a civilian who was at Ladysmith at the 
time and who said there was nothing 
secret about it. He asserts also that he 
understands that both General Buller and 
General White have officially asked per- 
mission to publish the authorized ver- 
tion, and he cannot conceive why per- 
mission has been withheld. 

The same informant, giving an alleged 
explanation of the fact that there was 
ro cooperation between General Buller 
and General White during the battle of 
Colenso, says General White was inform- 
ed that the attack was fixed for Decem- 
ber 17, but General Buller commenced 
the attack on December 15 to the dismay 
of General White, who had not com- 
pleted his preparations. 


[RISHMEN REACH NEW YORK.

New York, October 30.—On board the 
White Star line steamer Majestic, which 
arrived tonight from Liverpool and 
Queenstown, were John F. Redmond, 
Patrick A. McHugh and Thomas O’Don- 
nell, the nationalist members of parlia- 
ment who are on a visit to this country 
in behalf of the Irish cause.

BRITISH WAR ON RED CROSS. 


That Is the Charge Made by the 
Dutch Society. 

The Hague, October 30.—The report of 
the Dutch Red Cross Society, just pub- 
lished, deals bitterly with th apture of 
the Dutch ambulance corps ...ar Preto: 
ria, July 5, 1900. It declares the British 
knew, before the ambulance left Preto- 
ria, that it carried private letters from 
Boer families to men in the field, and 
that they did not protest, but allowed 
the ambulance to start, captured it out- 
side the town and used the letters as a 
pretext for deporting the doctors and 
nurses, who are still in captivity on the 
Island of Ceylon. 

The Red Cross committee subsequently 
persistently appealed to Lord Kitchener 
to redeem his promise to Mrs. Botha 
end allow the doctors and medicines 
pass through the British lines for the 
benefit of the Boers, but no response was 
made to the representations.

WITH ENGINE 


Machine Was Handled by 
Henri Fournier, Famous 
French Chauffeur. 


SIX MEN BADLY INJURED 
AS RESULT OF COLLISION 


Batchelder and Gerrie, New York 
Newspaper Men, Among the In- 
jured—Automobile Utterly 
Demolished by the 
Collision. 


New York, October 30.—As Henri Four- 


nier, the French chauffeur, was cross- 


ing the tracks of the Long Island rall- | 


road, near Westbury, in an automobile, 
in which five other men were seated, the 
machine came in collision with a loco- 
motive and disastrous results followed. 
All six men were hurt and the machine 
demolished. The names of those in the 
party and the extent of their injuries 
are: 

N. B. FULLERTON, special agent of 
the passenger department of the Long 
Island railroad, badly cut about the head 
and face, and compound fracture of one 
leg. 

A. G. BATCHELDER, of The New 
York Journal, and who is chairman of 
the National Cyclists’ Association board 
of control, broken leg and other injuries. 

J. H. GERRIE, New York World, 
broken shoulder and leg. 

ARTHUR LEWIS, of this,city, cuts on 
face and hand and ankle sprained. 

HENRY J. EVERALL, of this city, 
bruises and cuts and leg sprained. 

HENRI FOURNIER, foot sprained. 

Mr. Fournier said tonight that the 
party was on its way home to New York 
when the accident occurred, having been 
out all day in company with William 
K. Vanderbilt, Jr., in his machine, look- 
ing for a good road on which it was 
Fournier's intention to try for the mile 
record tomorrow. 

“I had just reached the crossing,” said 
he, ‘‘and the front wheels of my machine 
were just touching the first rail when 
the locomotive loomed up and I realized 
that an accident was inevitable. 

“Not having time to reverse the power, 
I gave the handle a quick turn which 
moved the front wheels to the right and 
then the crash came. The locomotive 
struck the machine 2 or 3 inches behind 
the left front wheel, throwing it around 
so that the rear of the automobile was 
brought against the locomotive.’’ 

There is no flagman at the crossing, 
which is hidden by butldings, but an au- 
tomatic bell is supposed to ring on the 
approach of a train. The members of 
the party say it did not ring. The rail- 
road people claim otherwise. Fournier, 
who was handling the lever, and Ever- 
all were thrown about 60 feet. Fuller- 
ton and Batchelder were hufled 150 feet, 
while Lewis and Gerrie were mixed up 
with the wreckage of the machine. 
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MAJOR JOHN PAGE IS DEAD. 


Father of the Dialect Writer Expires 
at His Country Home. 

Richmond, Va., October 30.—(Special.)— 
Major John Page, father of Dr. Thomas 
Nelson Page, the clever author and writer 
of dialect, and himself a distinguished 
soldier, lawyer and citizen, died sudden- 
ly today at Oakland, the family home 
in Hanover county. Major Page was a 
native of Hanover and 80 years old. He 
served in the confederate army with dis- 
tinction and rose to major of artillery. 
He was a successful lawyer and was com- 
monwealth's attorney of his county for 
several years, but retired from practice 
a few years ago on account of his ad- 
vanced age. Major Page is survived by 
his wife, who was Miss Betsy Nelson. 
His sons, besides Dr. Thomas Nelson 
Page, are Rev. Dr. Frank Page, of Waco, 
Tex., and Roswell Page, a prominent 
Richmond lawyer. 


PLOTS THICK IN COLOMBIA. 


Conspiracy Is Discovered Against 
the Acting President. 


Colon, Colombia, October 30.—General 
Pedro Nel Ospina, Colombian minister of 
war, together with former President Caro 
and certain other nationalists, recently 
conspired to oust Vice President Marro- 
quin, the acting executive. A timely dis- 
covery of the plot resulted in the flight 
of Senor Caro, who took refuge in the 
German legation at Bogota, and the ar- 
rest of General Ospina, Dr. Holguin, 
former minister of foreign affairs, and 
Senor Saavedra, all of whom are now 
imprisoned at Cartagena, where General 
Enrique Arboleda and other prisoners 
are expected to arrive soon.

Still No News from Miss Stone. 

Constantinople, October 30.—The itegotia- 
tions for the ransom of Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, the abducted American missionary, 
are progressing satisfactorily, it is under- 
stood, but,- beyond this, those having 
them in hand maintain absolute secrecy, 
as. they are convinced that publicity 
would be detrimental to Miss Stone’s in- 
terest and safety. 


Bubonic Plague at Liverpool. 

Liverpool, October 30.—Dr. Hope, medi- 
cal officer of the port, has conferred with 
the American and other consuls regarding 
bubonic plague precautions and has ar- 
ranged to supplement the board of trade 
examination of outgoing vessels so as to 
meet the desires of the representatives 
of foreign countries. Six persons in all 
have died since September 3 whose mala- 
dies showed symptoms of the plague. 


More Troops To Fight Boers. 
London, October 30.—The war office 
sent orders to Aldershot last night direct- 
ing that a brigade of cavalry be prepared 
to start for South Africa about the middle 
of next month. 


Greece Will Get Crete. 


London, October 30.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Constantinople says that the 
Turkish ambassador at St. Petersburg 
has informed the sultan of Turkey that 
the annexation of the island of Crete to 
Greece is imminent and inevitable.

10 BE BUILT 
IN THE STATE 


British Company's Agents Give 
Out Details of Proposed 
Investment 


NO POINT IN STATE 
HAS BEEN CHOSEN YEI 


Business of Mammoth Concern Will 
Be the Slaughtering of Cattle 
and Canning of Fruits and 
Vegetables for Eng- 
lish Markets.

Five million dollars is to be invested in 

Georgia by the British, Southern States 
(U. 8. A.) Cattle Abattoir and Produce 
Co., Limited. Agents of the big con- 
cern reached Atlanta yesterday. 
’ A’ number of British capitalists in com- 
pany with Colonel Henry J. Lamar, of 
Macon, have organized the company, 
which proposes to conduct its American 
operations principally in Georgia. 

The business of the company will be the 
Slaughtering of cattle, the canning of 
fruits and produce, and the operating of 
refrigerating plants. No particular point 
has yet been agreed upon for the loca- 
tion of the first plant, which is to cost 
$1,000,000. 

The company has a subscribed stock 
of $5,000,000, with the right to increase its 
capital to $100,000,000, if such an increase 
is rendered necessary by the business of 
the company. The company is incorpor- 
ated under the laws of England, and has 
among its shareholders some of the best 
known business men of England. The 
shareholders are:

Means Much to State. 

The organization of this company means 
& great deal to the farmers and citizens 
generally of Georgia. It will establish 
a mammoth slaughtering house at some 
convenient point in the state. Canning 
factories, refrigerating plants, sugar 
houses and other industries will be added 
as the growth of the business permits. 
The company will establish concentrat- 
ing stations in every county of the state. 
At these stations cattle and produce of all 
kinds will be bought for cash, thus doing 
away with the risk of loss in transit. 

The company proposes to encourage the 
farmers of the state in the improvement 
of their stock as higher prices willl be 
paid for cattle of the better class. 

The company will sell its products in 
England. This market has already been 
secured through the Lipton Ltd., which 
is closely related to the British and 
Southern States, although a separate. and 
distinct corporation. For the marketing 
of its product the company will put into 
operation a new direct line of steamers 
from either Savannah or Brunswick to 
Liverpool. . 

For the carrying out of its purposes 
the company claims to have already se- 
cured options on 125,000 acres of land in 
Georgia. This iand is located in various 
sections of the state and will be used as 
concentrating stations. 

The company has selected Georgia as 
its field for operation on acount of the 
many advantages offered by this state. 
Colonel Henry J. Lamar, who is the only 
American interested in the company, is 
a well-known financier and business man, 
and his connection with the company as- 
sures its success. The company does 
not ask the people of Georgia to sub- 
scribe one cent to its stock. On the 
other hand, the stock of the company 
cannot be bought. All that the company 
asks of the people of Georgia is that the 
farmers will supply it with the cattle and 
produce which it proposes to prepare for 
the English market. 

Want Greater Production. 

In a few days circulars will be sent to 
farmers in every part of the state asking 
them to aid the company by agreeing to 
raise stock and produce. A biank will 
be sent to each farmer on which he will 
be requested to state how much of each 
product he will be able to furnish the 
company. From the answers received 
the company will regulate the size of 
their first plant. They do not expect the 
people to go into the project headlong. 
They intend to shaw them that the com- 
pany will provide a permanent market 
for their products and are confident that 
the people will soon awake to their ad- 
vantages. 

The location of the main plant has not 
vet been determined. A careful survey 
of the situation will be made, and the 
place that offers the greatest advantages 
as to accessibility will be given the plant, 
The company wishes to begin work on the 
slaughtering plant about the first of next 
February. The cost of erecting this 
plant will be about $1,000,000. Other in- 
dustries will be added as fast as the 
produce is supplied. 

A conference with the state agricul- 
tural department will be had this morn- 
ing by Colonel Lamar and Dr. John A. 
Harriss of London, who represents the 


English shareholders.

HER PATIENTS 


That Charge Is Made Against 
Miss Jane Toppan, a Pro- 
fessional Nurse. 


BODIES OF THE VICTIMS 
EXHUMED AND EXAMINED 


It Is Alleged That Traces of Poison- 
ing Were Found—Four of Miss 
Toppan’s Patients Died 
in One Month.

Naseau, N. H., Qctober #0.—Miss Jane 
Toppan, suspected of having murdered 
Mrs. Mary Gibbs at Bourne, Mass., last 
August, has been arrested and taken to 


Massachusetts. 
Four Died in One Month. 

Bourne, Mass., October 30.—Mrs. Mary 
Gibbs, for whose alleged murder Miss 
Jane Toppan is under arrest, was 4 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. A. P. Davis, of 
this place, and a sister of Mrs. Harry 
Gordon, of Chicago. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Davis died last July’and within the next 
few weeks Mrs. Gordon, who had come 
from Chicago to see her mother in her 
last hours, and Mrs. Gibbs, died. Miss 
Toppan, a professional nurse, and a 
friend of the Davis family, attended each 


person. 

When the fact that the four persons 
died within one month came to be noted 
by the neighbors, particularly as the of- 
ficial cause of the @eaths was not given 
out, the matter was ealled to the attention 
of the district attorney, who on August 
30 gave orders for the bodies to be disin- 
terred for examination. [t was reported 
that traces of poisoning was found in all 
the bodies. 

Bodies Were Exhumed. 

Barnstable, Mass., October 30.—Miss 
Jane Toppan, who was arrested today at 
Amherst, N. H., on suspicion of being 
connected with the alleged murder of 
Mrs. Mary Gibbs.at Cataumet, was 
brought here this afternoon. She was ta- 
ken to the local jail and will be arraigned 
ttomorrow morning. 

Mrs. Gibbs’ husband, Captain Irving F. 
Gibbs, who is captain of the coasting 
schooner Golden Bal, was away on that 
vessel at the time of his wife's death. On 
learning of it at a coast port, he imme- 
diately returned home and although there 
had been up to that time no suspicion of 
foul play, (Captain Gibbs believed that 
there should be an investigation, and 
placed the matter in the hands of District 
Attorney Holmes. The bodies of Mrs. 
Gordon and Mrs. Gibbs were exhumed and 
the stomachs weré sent to Professor 
Wood, of Harvard university,and asa re- 
sult of his examination Miss Toppan was 
arrested on suspicion of having poisoned 
the four mémbers of the Gibbs famflly. 

The police assert that they have suf- 
ficient evidence to convict Miss Toppan, 
although they will not disclose any of it. 


BIG CON VENTIEN OF MINERS. 


Mitchell Desires To Organize the 
West Virginia Workers. 

Huntington,, W. Va., October 30.—A’ 
number of the representatives of the 
United Mine Workers of Amertfea, and of 
different state organizations, are here 
tonight for a conference tomorrow with 
the organized and the unorganized miners 
of West Virginia and Virginia. A simi- 
lar conference was heid at Parkersburg 
last month and on the report of the con- 
ferees at that time President Mitchell 
has called the meeting for tomorrow to 
devise plans by which the miners in 
these two states can be organized into 
State unions and made auxiliary to the 
United Mine Workers of America, the 
same as in other coal producing states. 

State officers from the Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and 
other coal producing states are here to 
cooperate with President Mitchell, Vice 
President Lewis, Secretary-Treasurer 
Wilson and other national officers in a 
final effort to organize the miners of Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia. 

While the call for the meeting tomor- 
row includes the miners of West Vir- 
ginia, it is understood that the main 
efforts at the present conference will be 
directed toward the mines of West Vir- 
ginia first and then the organization will 
be extended to the Old Dominion. The 
output of West Virginia has become so 
enormous as to seriously conflict with 
other states, especially with Kentucky, 
Indiana, Ohio and western Pennsylvania, 
where there is very little difference in tht 
haul, 

It is held that the operators in other 
states claim they cannot pay the union 
scale in competition with the lower rates 
of the non-union mines in West Virginia, 
and the conference will appeal to the 
Virginia miners for the protection of the 
union mines in other s‘ates. The opera- 
tors of West Virginia are also repre- 
sented here and are 2%nvealing to their 
men against interference from labor 
leaders in other states. 


COTTON DUCK CORPORATION. 


Trenor Park Chosen President To 
Succeed Richard Cromwell. 

New York, October 30—Directors of the 
United States Cotton Duck Corporation 
held a special meeting today at. which 
Trenor L. Park, of this city, was chosen 
to succeed Richard Cromwell as presi- 
dent, resigned. Mr. Cromwell rernfains 
a direeter and will give his attention 
to the Mount Vernon mills division of the 
corporaticn. The board of directors was 
completed by the election of Thomas J. 
Hayward and Hugh L. Bond, Jr., of Bal- 
timore. L. R. Warfield, chairman of the 
board, said the general offices of tha 
company will remain at Baltimore. 
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DRY DOCK IS OFF KEY WEST. 


It Has Still About Five Hundred 
Miles To Go. 

Washington, October 30.—Rear Admiral 
Endicott, chief of the bureau of yards 
and docks, received a telegram today 
stating that the big floating»dry dock 
cestined for the naval station at Algiers, 
La., passed Key West at 4 o'clock yester- 
day. The dock has still about 500 miles to 
traverse. It is learned here that the ar- 
rival of the dock will be made the occa- 
sion of a big aquatic demonstration. it 
being the plan to have a fleet of steamers 
and other craft meet the dock at the 
mouth of the Mississippi and accompany 
it up the river to Algiers. =

GIST OF SCHLEY’S REPORT 
SUPPRESSED BY SAMPSON 


Washington, October 30.—It is learned ) 
tonight that the original and unpublished 
report of Admiral Schley of the battle 
of Santiago to Admiral Sampson referred 
to in the proceedings before the court 
of inquiry today was of a _ prelimi- 
nary character and differed from that 
subsequently made in that it omitted 
mention altogether of the cruiser New 
York, and that it also requested that Ad- 
miral Sampson have the commanding 
officers or captains of the vessels engaged 
transmit to Commodore Schley their de- 
tailed accounts of the action in order that 
he might write a full and complete offi- 
cial report of the battle. 

The suppressed preliminary report 
made by Admiral Schley is dated off 
Santiago July 3 and is addressed to Ad- 
miral Sampson, the commander in chief 
of the north Atlantic station. The report 
in substance describes the coming out of 
the Spanish fleet from the harbor of 


Santiago and calls attention to the fact 


that signals were made to the vessels of 
the American fleet, which were obeyed 
by all the ships. 

It then proceeds to describe the fight 
and gives briefly the part played in it by 
each one of*the ships, showing that the 
Brooklyn, the Uregon, the ‘lexas and the 
Iowa remained in action until the Vis- 
caya went ashore and that the Colon 
surrendered to the Brooklyn and the Ore- 
gon. The admiral commends the bravery 
of all the American vtficers and crews 
engaged in the fight and recommends the 
commanding officers for gallant and 
meritorious conduct and for the superb 
handling of their ships. 

Then follows some routine matter giv- 
ing the Spanish losses, the injuries to the 
American fieet and the casualties. It 
then asks that Admiral Sampson have 
the commanding officers transmit to him 
(Admiral Schley) their detailed accounts 
of the action in order that he might 
write a full and complete and official re- 
port of the battle.

BY FOUR BALLOTS 


Mill Workers of Fall River Will Not 
Go Out. 


UNIONS IN MASS MEETING 


Considered the Proposition To Strike 
To Secure an Increase of 
Wages. 


all River, Masa. October 30.—The 
mill operatives of this city tonight de- 
icded not to strike the matter being de- 
cided by a majority of 4 votes in the 
Loom Fixers' union. Only 1,702 of the 
20,000 operatives of the city exclusive of 
those employed in the Iron works and 
Bourne mitis and the mills of the New 
England Yarn Company attended the gen- 
eral mass meeting of the unions, called 
for the purpose of voting on the proposi- 
tion to strike Monday for an increase of 
10 per cent in wages. 

According to the ruling of the Textile 
council, four of the five unions were re- 
quired to vote in favor of a strike before 
one could.be ordered. Tonight the weav- 
ers, slashers and carders. voted in favor, 
but: the spinners voted against it by a 
majority of 48 votes and the loom fixers 
by a‘majority of only 4. The spinners 
were expected to vote “no,”’ so the ques- 
tion was really decided by the 4 votes in 
the Loom Jixers’ union. 

The unions that voted to strike are not 
satisfied with the result, and the tex- 
tile council has called a meeting for to- 
morrow night, at which time those who 
voted. “yes’’ will have an opportunity to 
say whether or not they will withdraw 
from the textile counci! and undertake a 
strike without ‘the spinners and loom fx- 
ers.

Asked Schley To Make His 
Report Show That New

Lemly Completes Schley’s Cross<

Nearing Close. 


Washington, October 30.—The long or- - 


deal to which Admiral Schley has been 
subjected since Monday morning ended 
this afternoon when his cross-examina- 
tion was concluded and he was allowed 
to leave the witness stand. When the 
judge advocate finished the cross-exam- 
ination shortly after 3 o'clock the court 
propounded to the admiral a number of 
questions prepared by the members of 
the court. These questions touched 
many minor points of the campaign of 
the flying squadron, but mainiy centered 
about the difficulties encountered in 
coaling and the reasons for the retro- 
grade movement. Not one of them re- 
lated to the battle of Santiago. The 
judge advocate’s cross-examination to- 
day covered the retrograde movement, 
the reconnoissance of May 31, the loop 
of the Brooklyn and the alleged colloquy 
with Lieutenant Hodgso about the 
Texas, 

One of the most in ting fea- 
tures of the day was the development 
of the fact that the report of the bat- 
tle written by Admiral Schley July 
6, 1898, was not the original report. 
‘The original report never has been 
published, and in accordance with a 
previous decision, the court today de- 
clined to allow it to go into the rec-. 
ord. Admiral Schley was allowed 
to explain, however, that Admiral’ 
Sampson declined to receive the first 
report because it did not mention the. 
presence of the New York. “I felt

matter, “was big enough for all and 
I made this change out of ameat = ;

Captain Thomas Borden, of the marine, 
corps, who was aboard the Brooklyn, will 
be the last witness called for Admiral 
Schley.

Among Captain Lemly’s first questions 


was one asking Admiral Schiey’s opiniorl,

“But in your telegraphic report you 
did say that your purpose was to destroy 
the Colon?” 

“Incidentally, yes.” 

The judge advocate then asked the ad- 
miral to tell exactly what his purpose 
was on that occasion and what instruc- 
tions he had given. 

Admiral Schley replied the signal. in- 
structed the ships to use their heavy 
guns against the Colon. The New Or- 
leans, with her lighter battery, was di- 
rected to fire at the shore batteries. “J 
directed the ships to follow the flag, to 
operate against the Colon and fire at the 
forts to develop them, and I think the 
reconnoissance, so far as it went, was 
eminently successful. The batteries were 
developed and the fact demonstrated that 
the enemy was in port. With a squadron 
of only five or six ships, I believed that 
only the strongest military necessity 
would have justified me in risking the 
loss of a vessel that might have reduced 
our squadron to a numerical inferiority 
with the enemy. If one or two of our 
ships had been crippled, the enemy might 
have come out and engaged us with dis- 
astrous results. The development of the 
facts as to the batteries and ships was, 
in my opinion, sufficient. The enemy’s 
ships could not get away, and they did 
not get away.”

fring would have been more effective if 
we had gone in closer, but if we had and 
had steamed slowly there would have 
been no gain, as the range would have 
been narrower.

“You regard that turn as very impor- 
tant, do you not?’’

The admiral raid in response to ques- 
tions that he had not mentioned the loop 
in his report of the battle. It was an in- 
cident of the battle which heh had no idea 
ever would come into controversy. 

“Do you assume full responsibility for 
the turn?’ 

“Absolutely. If I did not give the order 
I approved it,’’ replied the admiral. 

“Did the Brooklyn stand in and attempt 
to sink the Spanish fleet in the channel?’ 

“I started in at first to help the other 
Vessels and to have them help me. _ I! 
felt if we could stop the Spaniards the 
battle ships could go in and sink them. 
I never had any idea that they would 
get away.”’ 


BPANIARDS HAD PLANNED 


TO DESTROY BROOKLYN 

“When the Spanish ships succeeded in 
getting out of the harbor without being 
sunk, in accordance with orders, what al- 
ternative was there but to chase them?’ 

“There was no alternative—no other 
course was open, but much depended upon 
the character of the chase. Whether it 
was made in the proper way and was 
effective was one thing, while a poorly 
conducted and ineffective blockade would 
have been another thing.’’ 

Captain Lemly introduced the following 
paragraph from Admiral Schley's report 
of the battle dated at Guantanamo, July 
6, 1898: 

“Since reaching this place and hold- 
fn@ conversation with several of the 
captains, viz, Captain Eulate, of the Vis- 
caya, and the second in command of the

Was to concentrate al! fire for awhile on 
the Brooklyn and the Viscaya to r: -, her, 
in hopes that if they could destroy her 
the chance of escape would be increased, 
as it was supposed she was the swiftest 
ship of your squadron. This explains the 
heavy fire mentioned and the Visecaya’s 
action in the earlier movements of the en- 
sagement. The execution of this pur- 
pose was promptly defeated by the fact 
that all the ships of the squadron ad- 
vanced into close range and opened an 
irresistible, furious and terrific fire upon 
the enemy’s rquadron as it was coming 
out of the harbor.’ 

Admiral Schley identified this paragraph 
as a part of his report. 

“You stated in your examination itn 
chief that on making the turn you did 
not see the starboard side of the Texas.” 

“I did say so absolutely,” replied the 
witness. 

Admiral Schley, in response to a ques- 
tion, said he never heard of the Texas 
incident until six months after the bat- 
tle. His attention was called to a let- 
ter of June 13, 1900, written from the 
south Atlantic station, in which the ad- 
miral was quoted as seying that the turn 
Was made to avoid the last attempt of 
the Viscaya to ram, but as the latter 
could not be produced at the time, he was 
not questioned upon it.

GENERAL JOHN C. BRECKINRIDGE, 
Inspector General United States Army. 
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operated at a loss after the sale of beer 
was prohibited, while at others the opera- 
tions under existing law were stated to be 
unsatisfactory.

will prove the most baleful and destruc- 
tive enemy to contentment and good or- 
der which a garrison can be cused 
with.’

“ "The suppression of the canteen has 
practically suspended all post exchanges 
in these islands, and until officers and 
enlisted men can adapt themselves to

continued westward in pursuit of the 
Colon, which had run close inshore evi- 
dently seeking some good spot to beach if 
she should fail to elude her pursuers.”’

“I felt at that 
time,’’ Admiral Schley went on, ‘‘that the 
victory was big enough for all and I 
made this (his report of the battle that 
has been published) out of generosity and 
because I knew that if the New York 
had been present she would have done 
as gool work as any other vessel.”’ 

After a few more questions Captain 
Lemly announced the close of the cross- 
examination.

At the conciusion of the cross-examina- 
tion there was placed in evidence the 
telegram sent by Admiral Schley to 
the department July 10, saying in sub- 
stance that he did not desire to assume 
entire credit for the victory of July 3, 
and that the victory béfonged to the 
fivet under the command of Admiral 
Sampson.

“For the reason, as I stated, that after 
the steaming radius of the ships had been 
equalized the time consumed in going 
back would be very little, and that if it 
eventuated in the fact that the Spanish 
squadron was not there, we would not 
have lost any very great time.”’

“If you were governed in making the 
fetrograde movement by the motives you 
have stated here, why did you send to 
the department the dispatch of May 27, 
1898, which you gave to Captain Cotton to 
send in cipher from Kingston.”’ 

‘That is a very difficult question to an- 
swer.”’ 

Admiral Ramsay: “You gave four mo- 
tives for the retrograde movement. Those 
motives do not appear clear to me.’’ 

“] telegraphed mainly regarding the 
coal supply, because I imagined that that 
would be the most important motive, in 
view of the fact that the ships might 
not have a sufficient supply of coal.”’ 

“If it were your intention on May 31 to

“I judged mainly by the range, and as 
I saw two or three, I imagined or sup- 
posed that the heavier ones which pass- 
ed us far beyond must have been from a 
very much heavier caliber than those in 
the battery. ‘I thought at that time, af- 
ter reconnoissance, that the guns in the 
battery were 6 or possible %inch, and I 
think that was a fact, that there were 
&inch mortars there, and I inferred from 
the longer range of several shots that 
went outside that they must have come 
from the Socapa battery.’ 

“Where could the Spanish squadron 
have taken refuge by steering south after 
leaving Santiago?’ 

“They could not have taken refuge. 
They could have gotten, of course, to 
Jamaica, but 1 should imagine that they 
would have gone after skirting around 
me to the westward to Havana, knowing 
that the fleet of Admiral Sampson had 
gone east.”

HE REDUCES ESTIMATES 
ON RIVERS AND HARBORS 


Figures of Local Engineers Are, in 
Some Instances, Cut in Half. 
List of the Estimates for 
Points in the 
South.

Washington, October 30.—Twenty-five 
of the principal harbors of the United 
States now have a sufficient number of 
heavy guns and mortars mounted te 
permit of effective defense against naval 
attack, says General Gillespie, chief of 
engineers, in his annual report. Provis- 
ion has been made for emplacing 32 
heavy guns, 327 rapid-fire guns and $76 
mortars. Now General Gillespie wants 
sites for more new mortar batteries, and 
for gun and mortar batteries asks an 
appropriation of $4,000,000. 

The fortifications board having declared 
pneumatic gun batteries obsolete, the 
department has discontinued work on 
such batteries at Fishers Island and Port 
Royal. During the year negotiations have 
proceeded for the purchase of fortifica- 
tion sites in Boston harbor, in Narrg- 
gansett bay, New York harbor, Port 
Royal, San Francisco, San Diego, St. 
Johns river, Fort St. Philip and Cape 
Henry, Va. An estimate of $2,0W,000 is 
submitted Yor purchases of sites. 

General Gillespie also makes an €X- 
tensive report upon river and harbor 
works, and discusses each improvement 
at considerable length, besides submit- 
ting estimates for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1908. These estimates are from 25 
to 33 1-3 per cent less, and in some in- 
stances 50 per cent less than those of the 
local engineers in charge of river and 
harbor improvements. 

Estimates for local improvements by 
the chief of engineers, of $50,000 and up- 
ward, have been made as follows: 

Inland waterway from Chincoteague 
bay, Virginia, to Delaware bay, $60,000; 
harbor southeast Baltimore, $60,000; Po- 
tomac river at Washington, $200,000; 
James river, Virginia, $250,000; Cape Fear 
river, North Carolina, $200,000; Congaree 
river, South Carolina, $60,000; Charleston 
harbor, South Carolina, $45,000 for the 
2-foot project and $50,000 for the 21-foot 
project; Savannah harbor, Georgia, $50,- 
000; Savannah river, $68,000; Cumberland 
sound, Georgia and Florida, $400,000; St. 
Johns river, Florida, $360,000; Key West 
harbor, Florida, $100,000; Chattahoochee 
river, Georgia and Alabama, $90,000; Pen- 
sacola harbor, Florida, $250,000; Coosa 
river, Georgia and Alabama, $250,000; Mo- 
bile harbor, Alabama, $350,000; Tombigbee 
river, Alabama, $200,000; Tampa bay, 
Florida, $75,000; Hillsboro bay, Florida, 
$150,000. 


BROWNING RULING IS DEAD. 


Catholics Carry Point in Regard to 
Indian Schools. 
Washington, October 30.—The secretary 
of the interior today formally abrogated 
what is known as the Browning ruling, 
which in effect holds that it is the duty 
of the service to fill the regular govern- 
ment schools hefvre permitting drafts on 
the Indian children for sectarian school 
enrollment. The order was issued this 
afternoon. As recéived by the Catholic 
mission board it says that “‘by direction 
of*the secretary of the interior, the 
Browning ruling is hereby abrogated.” 
This is the most important action taken 
for a long period in the matter of sec- 
tarian Indian schools. The issuance of the 
order followed assurances given earlier 
in the day by Secretary Hitchcock to 
Archbishops Treland, of St. Paul, and 
Riordan, of San Francisco, who called to 
urge action, that a recent suspension of 
the ruling would be changed to a com- 
plete abrogating of the order. The effect 
of the order, it is understood, is to leave 
Indian children generally free to go to 
any school or to attend none of them,

Planned for Next Summer. 

Washington, October 30.—Colonel Wal- 
lace Randolph, chief of artillery, has 
made his first annual report. It is a re- 
view of the organization of the addition- 
al companies of coast artillery and bat- 
teries of field artillery under the army 
recrganization law. He refers to the re- 
organized artillery school at Fort Mon- 
roe as promising good results and says 
that the increase of the artillery has 
made each artillery post a school of in- 
struction. Colonel Randolph says it is 
proposed to undertake upon an extended 
scale drill operations next summer, util- 
izing as far as possible the different mili- 
tla organizations that are interested in 
coast artillery work.

Seventy-Five Families Are Driven 
Out at Chicago. 

Chicago, October 30.—Seventy-five fami- 
lies lost their homes and $250,000 worth 
of property was destroyed in a fire to- 
night that started in Peterson & Co.'s 
picture frame factory at Union street and 
Austin avenue.

STARVING FOLKS TRIED 
T0 STORM WAREHOUSES 


Women and Children Led the Assault 
“2d Were the First To Fall. 
Riot Caused by Specula- 
tors, Who Cornered 
Corn. 


San Antonio, Tex., October 30.—News 
was received here today that at Puruan- 
diro, Michoacan, Mexico, on October 28, 
a bread riot occurred in which twenty 
persons were wounded, many of them 
fatally. 

The cause of the riot is said to have 
been action of speculators in cornering 
the supply of corn. 

A corn famine has existed in that sec- 
tion of Mexico for months. and the gov- 
ernment recently removed the import 
duty on corn from the United States asa 
measure of relief. 

It is claimed that speculators cornered 
the shipments to Puruandiro and raised 
the price 100 per cent. 

The starving people, driven to despera- 
tion, attacked the warehouses, the wom- 
en and children leading the assault. They 
were shot down by the guards. Those who 
escaped the bullets appalled at what had 
happened fled. 

The conditions in that section of the re- 
public south of the City of Mexico are 
described as terrible. 

Puruandiro is about 50 miles from the 
railroad, and the last news from there 
was that the situation was critical and 
that more bloodshed was feared. 

The government has started troops to 
the scene. 


PORTO RICU FOR STATEHOOD. 


Island Wants To Be Admitted to the 
Union. 


Chicago, October 30.—The visit to the 
United States of the Porto Rican delega- 
tion of business men who spent today in 
Chicago has a far greater significance 
than has appeared hitherto. Instead of 
coming to inspect the commercial meth- 
cds of this country and incidentally to 
go on a little junketing trip to the Pan- 
American exposition, the Porto Ricans 
have come primarily to pave the way for 
the admission of their island, first as an 
organized territory, then as a state. 

The authority for this statement is 
Federico DeGetau, the present commis-

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States. The delegation spent today in 
Chicago and left tonight for St. Louis. 
Later a visit will be pald to Washing- 
ton, where an interview with President 
Roosevelt will be held. 

The party includes three of the five 
native members of Porto Rico's native 
council and one member of the chamber 
of deputies, in addition to Commissioner 
DeGetau. 

Free trade with the United States and 
Europe was asked for by members of the 
Perto Rican delegation to the United 
States at a banquet given by the board of 
trade in their honor at the auditorium 
annex tonight. The sentiments voiced by 
the islanders met with the approval of 
the business men present at the dinner 
and cheers greeted their references to 
the desire for an open market. 

Dr. J. C. Barbosa was the speaker who 
delivered the appeal for the revocation 
of the impost upon Porto Rican tariffs. 

“When the Porto Rican tariff bill was 
passed,’’ he said, “it was with the under- 
Standing that it would remain in effect 
until we were able to become self-support- 
ing. During the last year we have raised 
$2,000,000 for local government expenses. 
Of this sum $500,000 has been spent for 
educational purposes and $400,000 for good 
roads. The people of the island want 
the American people to know that they 
can help themselves. They want them 
to know that we are true to the Ameri- 
can flag and as good American citizens as 
there are in Chicago. 

“One word as to the business of Porto 
Rico: When we had a market for our 
coffee in Europe we received $22,600,000 a 
year. Now that we have none we take 
in but $9,000,000. Give us an opportunity 
to market our coffee—our American cof- 
fee—and our money will be circulated in 
the United States.’’

TWENTY-THREE HOUSES BURN. 


Two Storekeepers Suspected of Burn- 
ing a Town. 

Columbia, 8S. C., October 30.—Twenty- 
three business houses, comprising the 
heart of the town of Timmonsville, were 
burned early this morning. There waa 
an explosion in the store of Smith & Den- 
nis that aroused the town, and then 
the flames burst ow.

These goods were removed from their 
store before the fire.

PRESENTED BY HIS GRANDSON. 


‘Portrait of Captain Otway Burns 
Now in State House. 
Raleigh, N. C., October 30.—Tonight be- 
fore a brilliant audience in the hoyse 
of representatives a portrait of Captain 
Otway Burns was presented to the state 
by his grandson, Walter Francis Burns, 
of Chicago, whose sister, the wife of Cap- 
tain J. Anthony Wilkens, of Rotterdam, 

was present with him. 

Associate Justice Walter Clark presided. 
The presentation speech was made by 
Hon. Kemp Battle, LL.D., ex-president 
of the state university, and the accept- 
ance for the state was by Major B. F. 
Dixon, state auditor, who represented the 
governor. 

Otway Burns was the captain of the 
“Snap-dragon’’ in the war of 1812, and 
as a privateer did signal service for the 
United States in destroying the enemy’s 
ships. He was a North Carolinan and 
his deeds as a privateer were full of ro- 
mance. After the war he took a promi- 
nent part in legislation. He died in 1848.

Young Medical Student at Chicago 
University Goes Crazy. 

Chicago, Ill., October 30.—(Special.)— 
Henry B. Hagaman, son of Judge Haga- 
man, of Clinton, Ala., a medical stu- 
dent at the University of Chicago, was 
placed under arrest today. He had be- 
come violently insane from the use of 
cocaine, and armed with Ahree revolvers 
and a saber, had barricaded himself in 
his room, threatening death to any one 
molesting him. He was one of the most 
brilliant students at Rush Medical col- 
lege last year. He was lieutenant in 
the Second Alabama volunteers during 
the Spanish war.

MARYLAND FACES A CRISIS 


Result of Election Will Determine 
Whether State Is Aligned with 
Supporters of White Su- 
premacy—Ovation 

for Orator. 


Baltimore, Md., October 30.—Governor 
John Walter Smith and former United 
States Senator Arthur P. Gorman ad- 
dressed a largely attended democratic 
mass meeting in Music hall tonight. The 
governor's speech was devoted principal- 
ly to a defense of his action in calling 
an extra session of the general assem- 
bly to secure authority for a state census 
and amendment of the election laws. He 
argued that the changes in the election 
laws, which practically disfrancise illit- 
erate negroes, were necessary in order 
that the white man should rule in the 
state. 

Mr. Gorman received an ovation lasting 
for several minutes when he stepped to 
the front of the platform. His speech 
was along similar lines to that of Gov- 
ernor Smith. He asserted that the re- 
sult of the coming election in this state 
would place Maryland ‘‘on one side or the 
other of the great conflict that has beeen 
going on for thirty-two years in this 
country, whether the white man or the 
colored man shall rule in this country.” 

Referring to the statement that he 
would be a candidate to succeed Senator 
George L. Wellington, if the next legis- 


lature should be democratic, Mr. Gor- 


man said: 

“T have not been in the habit of giving 
my opponents much information, and in 
this case I don’t know that I would if I 
could, but I could not if I would. 

‘In a crisis of this sort, or in any con- 
flict where the party’s interests are at 
stake, great as this Is, I shall be found 
marching with the column, no matter 
what they do with any man.”

Augusta Man Is Found Dead Early 
in the Morning. 

Augusta, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)—C. 
Stanley Weisiger, a well-known citizen of 
this city and prominently connected, com- 
mitted suicide early this morning by tak- 
ing an overdose of laudanum. 

The deed was done some time after 2 
a. m., at the house where he was stop- 
ping. He asked for a room in which to 
go to bed. This was furnished. He then 
asked for a tumbler, and was left alone in 
the room. ) 

Not stirring by’8 o’clock this morning, 
his room was entéred. He was laying on 
the bed with his eyes open, and an ex- 
amination showed Weisiger was dead, 
and had been for some time. The goblet 
alone with an empty vial was on the fleor, 
just under the edge of the bed, and told 
the tale. 

The body was taken toq the Platt under- 
taking establishment, where the coroner 
held an inquest. The jury returned a 
verdict of death from an overdose of laue- 
danum, administered by his own hands. 
He had had financial troubles, but they 
were not pressing him at the time. He 
leaves a wife but no children. 


AMENDMENT MAY BE FOUGHT. 


City Officers Think Details of Meas- 
ure Governing County Should 
Have Been Determined. 

Among the proposed charter amend- 
ments sent to the legislature yesterday 
was one giving authority to the city to 
extend its jurisdiction over the entire 
county for police and sanitary purposes. 
Mayor Mims ,said last evening that he 
approved the paper believing that the 
matter should be investigated so as to as- 
certain if it would be possible to make 
the city sanitary laws effective in the 
county. He now regrets that the meas- 
ure has gone to the general assembly in 
its present shape, believing that a con- 
ference between the county commission- 
ers, the members of the city police and 
health boards and other city authorities, 
should have taken place that the details 
might be agreed upon before action was 

taken. 

Commissioner W. O. Jones,-of the police 
board, said yesterday that he could not 
see how the city would be able to pro- 
vide police protection for the county 
when more men were needed on the force 
to give better protection to the city. 
Members of the county board and the 
city health board, it is understood, are 
opposed to the amendment, and the rumor 
was current at the city hall yesterday 
that a delegation would doubtless go 
before the general judiciary committee of 
the house to protest against the passage 
of the amendment.

change. seven members; pan-American 
sanitary measures, seven members; pat- 
ents and trademarks and weights and 
measures, three members; practice of the 
learned professions and literary rela- 
' tions, three members; resources and sta- 
tistics, seven members; interoceanic ca- 
nal, five members; agriculture and com- 
merce, five members; rules and creden- 
tials, four members; future pan-Ameri- 
can conference, five members; generai 
welfare, including discussion of Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition and encouragement 
of same, seven members; engrossing, 
three members. 
Barrett for the United States. 

In connection with the committees the 
delegations have the right to appoint one 
member each for the committee on arbi- 
tration and court of arbitration. It is 
understood that the United States dele- 
gation will appoint John Barrett as its 
representative onthe arbitration com mittee 
owing to the fact that he speaks Spanish 
and is familiar with South American 
questions owing to his residence at Bue- 
nos Ayres as United States minister. The 
personnel of the other committees will 
be appointed by the provisional president 
of the congress. but it is thought that 
he will largely follow the wishes of the 
delegations. 

The committee on international equity 
and court of claims is equal in impor- 
tance to that on arbitration. It is un- 
derstood that John Parrott, a United 
States delegate, will be a member of the 
committee on international equity and 
court of claims. 

The discussion of press privileges this 
morning was attended with some sur- 
prises. Isaac Alzamora, vice president 
and delegate of Peru, made a splendid 
speech in favor of the amplest privileges 
to the press, while the Chilean delegates 
manifested opposite opinions. 

For St. Louis Fair. 

The recommendation to include the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition among the 
subjects of general welfare was intro- 
duced by Senator H. G. Davis, who 
dwelt on the importance of the St. Louis 
fair. John Barrett, another United States 
delegate to the congress, spoke at great- 
er length on the same subject. He said 
that when the delegates to the pan- 
American congress had passed recently 
through St. Louis, the fair managers had 
recommended the enterprise to the repre- 
sentatives of the several countries there 
gathered. He also alluded to President Mc- 
Kinley’s proclamation bespeaking the at- 
tention and support of the whole world 
for the fair. Mr. Barrett added the 
hope that Latin-America would give its 
hearty support and participation to the 
fair as a mark of good will toward the 
United States. 

The congress did not complete the dis- 
cussion on regulations at this morning's 
session. The chief feature of the ses- 
sion was the report of the committee on 
committees, of which ex-Senator Davis 
was chairman. The recommendations for 
the appointment of committees as al- 
ready reported were approved. 

An extra session has been called for 
tomorrow morning to finally dispose of 
the press privileges in the congress. it 
is expected that a limited number of 
newspaper representatives will be admit- 
ted , 

One of the principal subjects which the 
congress will discuss aj a future session 
is means for the suppression of anarchy.

EXTENSION HAS BEEN REDUCED 


Savannah Will Not Take in as Much 


Ground as Contemplated. 

Savannah, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)— 
The city council tonight practically 
agreed fipon the new limits that are to 
be established for Savannah. The de- 
cision was reached in caucus, but it 
was learned that there was considerable 
modification of the report of the special 
committee that had favored unbroken 
lines on three sides of the city and the 
incorporation of the larger portion of 
Hutchinsons island on the north. The 
lines will be drawn in. Nothing 6f Hutch- 
insons island, where the extensive ter- 
minals of the Seaboard Air Line are lo- 
cated, will be included. A_ portion of 
the proposed extension is clipped on the 
southwest corner and a considerable sec- 
tion of the proposed extension on the 
northwest corner is left off, leaving the 
limits what they practically are at pres- 
ent. On fhe east there has been a de- 
cided change. Not one-third of the en- 
tire area originally intended by the re- 
port of committee will be taken in by the 
extension. The manufacturers on the 
outskirts, who put up a great. kick 
against the extension, will not have their 
plants incorporated. At the next meeting 
of council a resolution for the extension, 
which will add about 4 square miles of 
territory and about 8,000 population to 
the city, will be introduced and passed. 
This will be forwarded to the legislature, 
which will authorize the extension of the 
limits. .It is probable that council will 
agree to a three-year term of city tax 
exemption for the new territory. 

The city council has again taken up 
the matter of a new cemetery for Sa- 
vannah. The present cemetery has be- 
come too thickly populated and the ne- 
cessity for a new one is recognized. Bids 
will probably be asked for a tract, con- 
veniently situated, far the establishment 
of a new cemetery.

Captain Lemly at this point passed to 
the battle of July 3, stopping to ask one 
or two incidental questions about the cir- 
cumstances of the evening of July 2. 

On July 2, when the suspicious move- 
ments were seen in the harbor of San- 
tiago the witness said he talked with 
Captain Cook about the advisability of 
coupling up the engines. It was decided 
not to do so. He supposed the ship was 
eslways ready for a sortie. 

The cross-examination of Admiral 
Schiey on the battle of Santiago began 
with questions as to the Brooklyn's turn- 
ing movement. 

“You regard that turn as very impor- 
tant, do you not?’’ 

“I think it was the movement that de- 
cided the events of that day.” 

The admiral raid in response to ques- 
tions that he had not mentioned the loop 
in his report of the battle. It was an in- 
eident of the battle which heh had no idea 
ever would come into controversy. 

“Do you assume full responsibility for 
the turn?’ 

“Absolutely. If I did not give the order 
I approved it,’’ replied the admiral. 

“Did the Brooklyn stand in and attempt 
to sink the Spanish fleet in the channel?’ 

“I started in at first to help the other 
Vessels and to have them help me. _ | 
felt if we could stop the Spaniards the 
battle ships could go in and sink them. 
I never had any idea that they would 
met away.”’ 

BPANIARDS HAD PLANNED 
TO DESTROY BROOKLYN 

“When the Spanish ships succeeded in 
getting out of the harbor without being 
sunk, in accordance with orders, what al- 
ternative was there but to chase them?’ 

“There was no alternative—no other 
course was open, but much depended upon 
the character of the chase. Whether it 
was made in the proper way and was 
effective was one. thing, while a poorly 
conducted and ineffective blockade would 
have been another thing.’ 

Captain Lemly introduced the following 
paragraph from Admiral Schley's report 
of the battle dated at Guantanamo, July 
6, 1898: 

“Since reaching this place and hold- 
ing conversation with several of the 
captains, viz, Captain Eulate, of the Vis- 
caya, and the second in command of the 
Colon, Commander Contreras, I have 

earned that the Spanish admiral’s scheme 
Was to concentrate al! fire for awhile on 
the Brooklyn and the Viscaya to ram her, 
in hopes that if they could destroy her 
the chance of escape would be increased, 
as it was supposed she was the swiftest 
ship of your squadron. This explains the 
heavy fire mentioned and the Visecaya’s 
action fn the earlier movements of the en- 
Sagement. The execution of this pur- 
pose was promptly defeated by the fact 
that all the ships of the squadron ad- 
vanced into close range and opened an 
irresistible, furious and terrific fire upon 
the enemy’s squadron as it was coming 
out of the herbor.”’ 

Admiral Schley identified this paragraph 
as a part of his report. 

“You stated in your examination itn 
chief that on making the turn you did 
not see the starboard side of thte Texas.”’ 

“I did say so absolutely,” replied the 
witness. 

Admiral Schley, in response to a ques- 
tion, said he never heard of the Texas 
incident until six months after the bat- 
tle. His attention was called to a let- 
ter of June 13, 1900, written from the 
south Atlantic station, in which the ad- 
miral was quoted as saying that the turn 
Was made to avoid the last attempt of 
the Viscaya to ram, but as the latter 
could not be produced at the time, he was 
not questioned upon it. 

EY GIVES REASON 
FOR LOOP OF BROOKLYN 

His attention was next called to his 
letter to the senate in which he said the 
turn was made to avoid blanketing the 
fire of his own ships, and also to his 
statement in examination in chief that he 
had not turned to port because to do so 
would have brought the ship into danger- 
ous proximity to the enemy’s vessels and

ridge says that while there are reports 
of harmony and good will among the 
officers of the army, the expression “all 
officers are thoroughly instructed and ef- 
ficient’ is not. heard so frequently as 
before the Spanish war, due no doubt 
to the influx of young and inexperienced 
officers.

Twenty-Five Principal Points 
Are Sufficiently Protected, 
According to Gillespie. 


HE REDUCES ESTIMATES 
ON RIVERS AND HARBORS 


Figures of Local Engineers Are, in 
Some Instances, Cut in Half. 
List of the Estimates for 
Points in the 
South. 


Washington, October 30.—Twenty-five 
of the principal harbors of the United 
States now have a sufficient number of 
heavy guns and mortars mounted t¢ 
permit of effective defense against naval 
attack, says General Gillespie, chief of 
engineers, in his annual report. Provis- 
ion has been made for emplacing 325 
heavy guns, 327 rapid-fire guns and 576 
mortars. Now General Gillespie wants 
sites for more new mortar batteries, and 
for gun and mortar batteries asks an 
appropriation of $4,000,000. 

The fortifications board having declared 
pneumatic gun batteries obsolete, the 
department has discontinued work on 
such batteries at Fishers Island and Port 
Royal. During the year negotiations have 
proceeded for the purchase of fortifica- 
tion sites in Boston harbor, in Narrg- 
gansett bay, New York harbor, Port 
Royal, San Francisco, San Diego, St. 
Johns river, Fort St. Philip and Cape 
Henry, Va. An estimate of $2,0W,000 is 
submitted Yor purchases of sites. 

General Gillespie also makes an exX- 
tensive report upon river and harbor 
works, and discusses each improvement 
at considerable length, besides submit- 
ting estimates for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1908. These estimates are from 25 
to 33 1-3 per cent less, and in some in- 
stances 50 per cent less than those of the 
local engineers in charge of river and 
harbor improvements. 

Estimates for local improvements by 
the chief of engineers, of $50,000 and up- 
ward, have been made as follows: 

Inland waterway from Chincoteague 
bay, Virginia, to Delaware bay, $60,000; 
harbor southeast Baltimore, $60,000; Po- 
tomac river at Washington, $200,000; 
James river, Virginia, $250,000; Cape Fear 
river, North Carolina, $200,000; Congaree 
river, South Carolina, $60,000; Charleston 
harbor, South Carolina, $45,000 for the 
2%-foot project and $50,000 for the 21-foot 
project; Sayannah harbor, Georgia, $50,- 
000: Savannah river, $68,000; Cumberland 


Johns river, Florida, $350,000; Key West 
harbor, Florida, $100,000; Chattahoochee 
river, Georgia and Alabama, $90,000; Pen- 
sacola harbor, Florida, $250,000; Coosa 
river, Georgia and Alabama, $250,000; Mo- 
bile harbor, Alabama, $350,000; Tombigbee 
river, Alabama, $200,000; Tampa bay, 
Florida, $76,000; Hillsboro bay, Florida, 
$150,000. 


BROWNING RULING IS DEAD.

Washington, October 30.—The secretary 
of the interior today formally abrogated 
what is known as the Browning ruling, 
which in effect holds that it is the duty

As recéived by the Catholic 
mission board it says that “by direction 
of*the secretary of the interior, the 
Browning ruling is hereby abrogated.”

The issuance of the 
order followed assurances given earlier 
in the day by Secretary Hitchcock to 
Archbishops Ireland, of St. Paul, and 
Riordan, of San Francisco, who called to 
urge action, that a recent suspension of 
the ruling would be changed to a com- 
plete abrogating of the order. The effect 
of the order, it is understood, is to leave 
Indian children generally free to go to 
any schoo! or to attend none of them,

PORTO RICU FOR STATEHOOD. 


Island Wants To Be Admitted to the 
Union. 


Chicago, October 30.—The visit to the 
United States of the Porto Rican delega- 
tion of business men who spent today in 
Chicago has a far greater significance 
than has appeared hitherto. Instead of 
coming to inspect the commercial meth- 
cds of this country and incidentally to 
go on a little junketing trip to the Pan- 
American exposition, the Porto Ricans 
have come primarily to pave the way for 
the admission of their island, first as an 
organized territory, then as a state. 

The authority for this statement is 
Federico DeGetau, the present commis- 


‘sioner from that island to the United 
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States. The delegation spent today in 
Chicago and left tonight for St. Louis. 
Later a visit will be paid to Washing- 
ton, where an interview with President 
Roosevelt will be held. 

The party includes three of the five 
native members of Porto Rico's native 
council and one member of the chamber 
of deputies, in addition to Commissioner 
DeGetau. 

Free trade with the United States and 
Europe was asked for by members of the 
Perto Rican delegation to the United 
States at a banquet given by the board of 
trade in their honor at the auditorium 
annex tonight. The sentiments voiced by 
the islanders met with the approval of 
the business men present at the dinner 
and cheers greeted their references to 
the desire for an open market. 

Dr. J. C. Barbosa was the speaker who 
delivered the appeal for the revocation 
of the impost upon Porto Rican tariffs. 

“When the Porto Rican tariff bill was 
passed,"’ he said, “it was with the under- 
Standing that it would remain in effect 
until we were able to become self-support- 
ing. During the last year we have raised 
2,000,000 for local government expenses. 
Of this sum $500,000 has been spent for 
educational purposes and $400,000 for good 
roads. The people of the island want 
the American people to know that. they 
can help themselves. They want them 
to Know that we are true to the Ameri- 
can flag and as good American citizens as 
there are in Chicago. . 

“One word as to the business of Porto 
Rico: When we had a market for our 
coffee in Europe we received $22,600,000 a 
year. Now that we have none we take 
in but $9,000,000. Give us an opportunity 
to market our coffee—our American cof- 
fee—and our money will be circulated in 
the United States.’’

TWENTY-THREE HOUSES BURN. 


Two Storekeepers Suspected of Burn- 
ing a Town. 

Columbia, 8. C., October 30.—Twenty- 
three business houses, comprising the 
heart of the town of Timmonsville, were 
burned early this morning. There waa 
an explosion in the store of Smith & Den- 
nis that aroused the town, and then 
the flames burst ow. A keg of powder 
is supposed to have exploded. There was 
no apparatus for. fighting the fire, and 
citizens were compelled to witness the 
destruction of their property without be- 
ing able to lift a hand to stay the flames. 
One block of ten brick stores, including 


the Bank of Timmonsville, is in the 
burned district. 

The loss is conservatively placed at 
$100,000, with less than one-third insur- 
ance. 

A sensational feature developed late 


this evening, when W. F. Dennis, of the 
firm of Smith & Dennis, general mer 
chants, was arrested for arson. Smith 
had ieft the town when citizens called 
at his place. Dennis refuses to talk. 

Because of the peculiar manner in 
which the fire started suspicion rested 
on these men, and a search of their 
premises revealed boxes of goods, shoes, 
etc., stacked in their houses and barns. 
These goods were removed from their 
store before the fire. ' 

The sheriff has gone after Smith with 
a warrant. Both men have borne excel- 
lent reputations. 


ALL THREE ARE SENT TO JAIL. 


Men Charged with Robbery at Win- 
ston-Salem Are in Prison. 

Raleigh, N. C., October 30.—At Winston- 
Salem the three men charged with rob- 
bing William Richen of $950 were tried to- 
day and bound over to court. In default 
of $500 bond each they are in jail. 

During the trial the men who registered 
from Washington, D. C., claimed that this 
place was not their home. E. T. Ham- 
mond said he was from Columbus, Ohio, 
but his wife was now at Pittsburg, Pa., 
the place William Schade claims as his 
home. James Buckley is a native of In- 
diana, but has been operating his ‘‘game’”’ 
business from Washington. The three 
said they had been traveling for several 
years conducting games at fairs. 

While the evidence against them is cir- 
cumstantial, it is considered strong 
enough to convict them before a -jury. 


PRESENTED BY HIS GRANDSON. 


‘Portrait of Captain Otway Burns 
Now in State House. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 30.—Tonight be- 
fore a brilllant audience in the hoyse 
of representatives a portrait of Captain 
Otway Burns was presented to the state 
by his grandson, Walter Francis Burns, 
of Chicago, whose sister, the wife of Cap- 
tain J. Anthony Wilkens, of Rotterdam, 
was present with him. 

Associate Justice Walter Clark presided. 
The presentation speech was made by 
Hon. Kemp Battle, LL.D., ex-president 
of the state university, and the accept- 
ance for the state was by Major B. F. 
Dixon, state auditor,,who represented the 
governor. 

Otway Burns was the captain of the 
‘“Snap-dragon’’ in the war of 1812, and 
as a privateer did signal service for the 
United States in destroying the enemy’s 
ships. He was a North Carolinan and 
his deeds as a privateer were full of ro- 
mance. After the war he took a promi- 
nent part in legislation. He died in 1848.

MARYLAND FACES A CRISIS 


Result of Election Will Determine 
Whether State Is Aligned with 
Supporters of White Su- 


premacy—Ovation 
for Orator.

Baltimore, Md., October 30.—Governor 


John Walter Smith and former United 
States Senator Arthur P. Gorman ad- 
dressed a largely attended democratic 
mass meeting in Music hall tonight. The 
governor’s speech was devoted principal- 
ly to a defense of his action in calling 
an extra session of the general assem- 
bly to secure authority for a state census 
and amendment of the election laws. He 
argued that the changes in the election 
laws, which practically disfrancise illit- 
erate negroes, were necessary in order 
that the white man should rule in the 
state. 

Mr. Gorman received an ovation lasting 
for several minutes when he stepped to 
the front of the platform. His speech 
was along similar lines to that of Gov- 
ernor Smith. He asserted that the re- 
sult of the coming election in this state 
would place Maryland “‘on one side or the 
other of the great conflict that has beeen 
going on for thirty-two years in this 
country, whether the white man or the 
colored man shall rule in this country.”’ 

Referring to the statement that he 
would be a candidate to succeed Senator 
George L. Wellington, if the next legis- 
lature should be democratic, Mr. Gor- 
man said: 

“T have not been in the habit of giving 
my opponents much information, and in 
this case I don’t know that I would if I 
could, but I could not if I would. 

“In a crisis of this sort, or in any con- 
flict where the party’s interests are at 
stake, great as this is, I shall be found 
marching with the column, no matter 
what they do with any man.” 


LAUDANUM ENDED HIS LIFE. 


Augusta Man Is Found Dead Early 
in the Morning. 

Augusta, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)—C. 
Stanley Weisiger, a well-known citizen of 
this city and prominently connected, com- 
mitted suicide early this morning by tak- 
ing an overdose of laudanum. 

The deed was done some time after 2 
a. m., at the house where he was stop- 
ping. He asked for a room in which to 
go to bed. This was furnished. He then 
asked for a tumbler, and was left alone in 
the room. 

Not stirring by’8 o’clock this morning, 
his room was entéred. He was laying on 
the bed with his eyes open, and an ex- 
amination showed Weisiger was dead, 
and had been for some time.

AMENDMENT MAY BE FOUGHT. 


City Officers Think Details of Meas- 
ure Governing County Should 
Have Been Determined. 

Among the proposed charter amend- 
ments sent to the legislature yesterday 
was. one giving authority to the city to 
extend its jurisdiction over the entire 

county for police and sanitary purposes. 

Mayor Mims ,said last evening that he 
approved the paper believing that the 
matter should be investigated so as to as- 
certain if it would be possible to make 
the city sanitary laws effective in the 
county. He now regrets that the meas- 
ure has gone to the general assembly in 
its present shape, believing that a con- 
ference between the county commission- 
ers, the members of the city police and 
health boards and other city authorities, 
should have taken place that the details 
might be agreed upon before action was 
taken. 

Commissioner W. O. Jones,-of the police 
board, said yesterday that he could not 
see how the city would be able to pro- 
vide police protection for the county 
when more men were needed on the force 
to give better protection to the city.

Mexico City, October 30.—The P2n- 


American congress this morning appointed 
the following committees: 

Arbitration and court of arbitration, 
nineteen members; water transportation, 
seven members; commerce and reciproc- 
ity, nine members; pan-American tri- 
bunal of equity and claims, seven mem- 
bers; pan-American railroad, nine mem- 
bers; reorganization bureau of Ameri- 
can republics, five members; internation- 
al law, seven members; extradition and 
protection against anarchy, five members; 
pan-American banking and monetary ex- 
change. seven members; pan-American 
sanitary measures, seven members; pat- 
ents and trademarks and weights and 
measures, three members; practice of the 
‘learned professions and literary rela- 
' tions, three members; resources and sta- 
tistics, seven members; interoceanic ca- 
nal, five members; agriculture and com- 
merce, five members; rules and creden- 
tials, four members; future pan-Ameri- 
can conference, five members; generai 
welfare, including discussion of Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition and encouragement 
of same, seven members; engrossing, 
three members. 

Barrett for the United States. 

In connection with the committees the 
delegations have the right to appoint one 
member each for the committee on arbi- 
tration and court of arbitration. It is 
understood that the United States dele- 
gation will appoint John Barrett its 
representative onthe arbitration committee 
owing to the fact that he speaks Spanish 
and is familiar with South American 
questions owing to his residence at Bue- 
nos ‘Ayres as United States minister. The 
personnel of the other committees will 
be appointed by the provisional president 
of the congress. but it is thought that 
he will largely follow the wishes of the 
delegations. 

The committee on international equity 
and court of claims is equal in impor- 
tance to that on arbitration. It is un- 
derstood that John Parrott, a United 
States delegate, will be a member of the 
committee on international equity and 
court of claims. 

The discussion of press privileges this 
morning was attended with some sur- 
prises. Isaac Alzamora, vice president 
and delegate of Peru, made a spjendid 
speech in favor of the amplest privileges 
to the press, while the Chilegn delegates 
manifested opposite opinions. 

For St. Louis Fair. 

The recommendation to include the 

Louisiana Purchase exposition among the 


fair. John Barrett, another United States 
delegate to the congress, spoke at great- 
er length on the same subject. He said 
that when the delegates to the pan- 
American congress had passed recently 
through St. Louis, the fair managers had 
recommended the enterprise to the repre- 
sentatives of the several countries there 
gathered. He also alluded to President Mc- 
Kinley’s proclamation bespeaking the at- 
tention and support of the whole world 
for the fair. Mr. Barrett added the 
hope that Latin-America would give its 
hearty support and participation to the 
fair as a mark of good will toward the 
United States.

The recommendations for 
the appointment of committees as al- 
ready reported were approved. 

An extra session has been called for 
tomorrow morning to finally dispose of 
the press privileges in the congress. it 
is expected that a limited number of 
newspaper representatives will be admit- 
ted 4

congress will discuss aj a future session 
is means for the suppression of anarchy.

Columbus, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)— 
The annual convention of the Georgia 
division of the United Daughters of the 
confederacy was called to order in the 
Muscogee superior court room at 19 
o’clock this morning with over fifty dele- 
gates in attendance from all sections of 
the state.

Four days ear- 
lier, on the $th, the veterans of Camp 
William M. Slaughter will meet the local 
chapter Daughters of the Confederacy 
and be presented with crosses of henor. 

it seems rather remarkable that the two 
ceremonies, coming at about the same 
time, are not merged into one by those 
having the two affairs in hand. \V eterans, 
it igs presumed, will be deeply interested 
in both ceremonies, and will be present in 
considerable numbers. Many of the mem- 
bers of Camp Slaughter will come some 


distance in order to receive their crosses, 
and it would no doubt be pleasant for 
them to witness the unveiling of a memo- 
rial to those of their comrades who have 
gone before. But,there is a story in all 
this. and just at this time it is being 
talked about more than anything else in 
this city and immediate section. 

It appears that some time ago the 
Daughters of the Confederacy asked the 
Ladies’ Memorial Association to be allow- 
ed to present the crosses of honor to the 
veterans entitled to receive them on the 
occasion of the unveiling of the monu- 
ment, which had been erected and was to 
be dedicated under auspices of the memo- 
rial association.

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EXTENSION HAS BEEN REDUCED 


Savannah Will Not Take in as Much 
Ground as Contemplated. 

Savannah, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)— 
The city council tonight practically 
agreed fipon the new limits that are to 
be established for Savannah. The de- 
cision was reached in caucus, but it 
was learned that there was considerable 
modification of the report of the special 
committee that had favored unbroken 
lines on three sides of the city and the 
incorporation of the larger portion of 
Hutchinsons island on the north. The 
lines will be drawn in. Nothing 6f Hutch- 
insons island, where the extensive ter- 
minals of the Seaboard Air Line are lo- 
cated, will. be included. A_ portion of 
the proposed extension is clipped on the 
southwest corner and a considerable sec- 
tion of the proposed extension on the 
northwest corner is left off, leaving the 
limits what they practically are at pres- 
ent. On fhe east there has been a de- 
cided change. Not one-third of the en- 
tire area originally intended by the re- 
port of committee will be taken in by the 
extension. The manufacturers on the 
outskirts, who put up a great. kick 
against the extension, will not have their 
plants incorporated. At the next meeting 
of council a resolution for the extension, 
which will add about 4 square miles of 
territory and about 8,000 population to 
the city, wili be introduced and passed. 
This will be forwarded to the legislature, 
which will authorize the extension of the 
limits. .It is probable that council will 
agree to a three-year term of city tax 
exemption for the new territory. 

The city council has again taken up 
the matter of a new cemetery for Sa- 
vannah. The present cemetery has be- 
come too thickly populated and the ne- 
cessity for a new one is recognized. Bids 
will probably be asked for a tract, con- 
veniently situated, far the establishment 
of a new cemetery.

WORKING HARD TO

Now Attracting Attention 


GURMAN STANDS A CHANCE 


Democrats Who Dropped the Senator 
at His Last Campaign Are Now 
Flocking To Him Once 
More—Race in New 
York City.

Washington, October 30.—(Special.)— 


Political interest is. just now cen- 
tered in Maryland, New York and Ohio. 
The result of the election in each of 


these states may have an important bear- 
ing on the next presidential contest. Here 
in Washington the deepest interest is 
naturally felt in the Maryland contest, 
where former Senator Gorman is strug- 
gling to redeem that state from WelDing- 
tonism and Muddism, and place it back 
in the democratic column where it prop- 
erly belongs. 

Mr. Gorman is not only actuated by 
party loyalty and democratic consistency, 
but at the same time, he aspires to return 
to the United States senate, where, for 
eighteen vears, he served his state and 
the democratic party so ably and so suc- 
cessfully. He has had to contend against 
many hidden foes within his own party, 
and the crafty republicans under the lead- 
ership of Wellington, Mudd and McComas 
were shrewd enough to take advantage 
of the dissentions in the democratic 
household and gain temporary possession 
of the state. [It appeaars that the eyes 
have been 


of the voters in Maryland 
opened to the short-comings of the re- 
publicans in state affairs, and many of 


those who deserted the Gorman standard 
a few years ago have recanted and are 
back in the fold this vear working earn- 
estly to repair the wrongs they once did 
Senator Gorman and restore him to the 
place he once so successfully filled at the 
head of the party's counsel table. Unless 
the calculations of the democratic man- 
agers in Maryland are erroneous, the 
Terrapin state will roll up a good work- 
ing democratic majority in the state leg- 
islature which will insure the return of 
Mr. Gorman to the senate as the succes- 
sor of the ‘‘despised and rejected ‘‘Well- 
ington.”’ 

So confident are Mr. Gorman’s friends 
that he will recapture Maryland at the 
next election that some of his enthusi- 
astic admirers in various parts of the 
country suggest him as the most avall- 
able man for the democrats to nominate 
as their next presidential candidate. 
Several distinguished democratic senators 
and representatives who have been in 
Washington during the past week, in- 
cluding Senator Bailey, of Texas; Sen- 
ator Blackburn, of Kentucky; Represen- 
tative Livingston, of Georgia, and others, 
have come out boldly and announced their 
belief that a united democratic party 
could elect Mr. Gorman at the next pres- 
diential contest. In this connection it fis 
freely stated among _ republican politi- 
cians that they fear they will have a 
very difficult task to re-elect President 
Roosevelt. However good his intentions 
may be, the fact remains that he does 
not, according to the party experts, fill 
the chair which McKinley vacated. He 
lacks the qualities of leadership which 
McKinley possessed to such a captivating 
degree, and he canrot command the sub- 
statial business support which every 
one knows was the prime factor in both 
of the McKinley campaigns. Practical 
democratic politicians, therefore, argue 
that the democratic party will not have 
to contend against the great corvorate 
interests backed by an almost incalculable 
campaign fund, if a conservative and 
practical man is placed at the head of the 
ticket. The great moneyed inter- 
ests of the country, regardless of former 
party affiliations which combined to elect 
McKinley twice, will not go to the same 
extent in behalf of President Roosevelt, 
should the democrats be wise enough to 
choose their leader such a man as 
A. P. Gorman, of Maryland, or some 
other equally conservative man. So far 
the financial question is concerned, 
the democrats would be able to about 
split even with their republican friends, 
when the hat is passed around, for cam- 
paign contributions. 

Some of the ablest men in the demo- 
cratic party with whom I have discussed 
this subject recently agree that now 
is the golden opportunity for the demo- 
cratic party to bury its past family dif-

ferences, throw aside sentimental poli- 
tics, get down to a practical business 
basis, build up a thoroughly disciplined 


political organization and make an ag- 
gressive fight against republicanism with 
a clean, capable and experienced man at 
the head of the ticket. 

If some of the republican statesmen 
who have recently visited the white 
house could be faithfully quoted, their 
remarks would not be altogether inspir- 
ing or encouraging to future republican 
ascendancy. It is apparent that Pres- 
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ident Roosevelt: has a will-of his own, 
and has original ideas regarding the ad- 
ministration of public affairs. It is not 
likely that he will willfully proceed to 
disrupt his party or violate any of the 
cardinal principles of that great organ- 
ization. But he is only a man after all. 
with an independent nature and a firm 
and vigorous determination to do what 
he regards as right and proper without 


be from a purely partisan standpoint. 
The old political veterans of many a 
hard fought national and state campaign 
also have ideas and ambitions of their 
own. They cannot understand why their 
advice, counsel and even financial aid, 
which has helped to win many a repub- 
lican battle, should be ignored or even 
considered lightly by the youngest pres- 
ident who has ever occupied the white 
house. Therefore, it is easy to observe 
an approaching storm on the republican 
horizon, such a8 was so graphically de- 
picted by Colonel Henry Watterson in a 
recent editorial. 


In New York the mayoralty contest be- 
tween Mr. Low and Mr. Shepard, two 
of the cleanest candidates New York 
city has entered in a race together for 
are having a desperate 
struggle for supremacy. The indications 
point to democratic success, with the 
election of Mr. Shepard. Representative 
Ruppert, of New York, was here yester- 
day, and, speaking from a democratic 
standpoint, he says the chances are about 
four to five on Shepard. He bases his 
judgment on the fact that at the last 
presidential election many thousand gold 
democrats in New York city bolted the 
Bryan ticket and voted for McKinley. 
Notwithstanding the large desertion from 
the democratic ranks, Mr. Bryan carried 
the city by a handsome majority. Now 
most of the gold democrats who rejected 
Bryan are in favor of Mr. Shepard and 
will so vote on election day. Under the 
circumstances it is reasonable to suppose 
that with a practically united democratic 
party in the city Mr. Shepard will carry 
the election by a greater majority than 
that received by Mr. Bryan last year. 

Back of the municipal campaign in 
New York is a quiet but systematic 
movement on the part of the practical 
democratic leaders to bring forward Da- 
vid Bennett Hill as a presidential can- 
didate.

NEW ROAD FOR MISSISSIPPI. 


Line Will Pass Through the State 
from North to South. 
Jackson, Miss., October 30.—@5pecial.)— 
It is learned from authentic sources that 
the consolidation of the Kingston and 
Central Mississippi railway with the Mo- 
bile, Jackson and Kansas City system, 
negotiations for which will be completed 
within the next month, means the build- 
ing of a new railroad north and south 
through the state of Mississippi, a dis- 
tance of over 250 miles. President Mer- 
rill, of the Mobile, Jackson and Kansas 
City road, has emphatically denied the 
report of the sale of the road to the 
Frisco system, and from other sources it 
is learned that he has secured a suffi- 
cient backing of capital from eastern and 
European promoters to continue the line 
northward from Laurel over the most di- 
rect route to Memphis, and by close traf- 
fic arrangements with roads at that place, 
give a new trunk line to Mobile, and 
at the same time open a vast section of 
virgin timber country in Mississippi. In 
railroad circles this is regarded as the 
most feasible plan of railroad construc- 
tion that has been suggested for some 
time, and unless present arrangements go 
awry it will be carried out to the letter. 
It is proposed to cross the Queen and 
Crescent road at Newton, and continue 
directly northward through © Neoshoba, 
Winston and Webster counties, about 
equidistant between the Illinois Central 

and Mobile and Ohio roads.

The —— ‘at the white house was 
emphasized at Yale university by 
judges of the supreme court, college 
professors and northern leaders of 
thought, who were ostentatious in 
their display of approbation. The 
democra..c Brooklyn Eagle and The 
New York World have been more out- 
spoken on the subject than are the 
leading newspapers of the republican 
party. The democratic Chicago Chron- 
icle is.authority for the statement that 
former President Grover Cleveland 
entertained Booker Washington as his 
guest at Princeton: and certain it is 
that Frederick Douglass was made a 
prominent guest at the white house 
during the democratic administration 
of President Cleveland. 

The north, then, is united in this 
matter. It does not agree with the 
south any more than does the south 
agree with it. 

Such being the case, the people of 
the south are confronted with a great 
problem. They utterly and absolutely 
repudiate the idea of social inter- 
course of any kind between the races. 
They are irrevocably wedded to this 
Opposition. They believe that any al- 
teration of the social code which 
would permit, or even suggest, the 
possibility of - social intercourse be- 
tween the races would be destructive 
of race integrity and detrimental to 
social order. The policy of forcing 
separation will always remain the 
highest duty of the state in the minds

of the southern people, and nothing 
that can be done by the government,

It is deeply rooted in their social or- 
der and in the very instinct of the 


| people. 


And yet the people of the south are 
broad enough to recognjze the fact 
that their views, whatever they may 
be, should not necessarily control the 
social conduct or the moral sensibili- 
ties of those other sections who may 
disagree with. them. In the inter- 
course between the north and south 
ie negro question has, for thirty 
years, had little or mothing to do in 
shaping the relations between the 
sections. Business men from the 
north, whatever may have been their 
views as regards the negro, have been 
received as cordially in the south as 
they could have been in any city or 
State of their own section, but in 
justice to these men it should be said 
that those looking with favor upon 
the social equality of the negro have 
been notable exceptions. There have 
been such, but they are few. And 
such has been the experience of south- 
erners who have had social or busi- 
nessr elations with the north. 


The question, therefore, arises—will 
either section permit the black flag of 
social or business ostracism to be 
raised against the other on accoun‘* 
of any difference of opinion that may 
exist as to the social recognition of 
the negro? If the north has its pe- 
culiar view on this subject and the 
south antagonizes it to the extent of 
turning the back of its hand to that 
section for the exercise of its convic. 
tions, the result will be a recurrence 
of that period of sectional animosity 
and interstate antagonism which, God 
forbid, should ever again be revived. 

Should the people of the morth per- 
sist in forcing any peculiar views of 
the race question, to the detriment 
of the social order of the south, and 
in violation of conditions which are in- 
born to the people of this section, 
they would assume the responsibility 
of the creation of the cataclysm that 
will follow. 


Those people of the north who hold 
their peculiar views on this subject 
have the perfect right to be governed 
by them, so far as they are individual. 
ly concerned, but they have no right 
to attempt to force them upon people 
who do not think the same way, nor 
do we think they would do so. 

We must, therefore, come to the 
conclusion that each section pursuing 
its own inclination will best serve the 
purpose of national unity by being 
controlled by individual conditions or 
convictions—each being actuated by 
tne everlasting principle of the Golden 
Rule—“Do unto others as ye would 
that they should do unto you.” 

As to the visit of the president of 
the United States to the south, 
it is to he hoped that he will 
at all times have all the honors and 
attentions to which he is entitled as 
the chief executive of our common 
country when he comes as the guest of 
any southern city or state; but the hos- 
pitality to which he will be invited 
will be extended in our own way. It 
can necessarily be taken for granted 
that he will not seek to force any of- 
fensive theory upon his host. 


Recognizing this Droad principle, 
the people’of Savannah properly de- 
clare that President Roosevelt will be 
a welcomed guest to that. city. 

The recognition by the south of 
this principle leaves the onus upon 
the people of the north. As mas- 
ters of their own social cus- 
toms they will do as they please 
at home. Will they. proceed upon 
& propagandism against the south 
which can only result in sec- 
tional antagonism? If so, the respon- 
sibility will be upon them. We will 
have none of it. 

President Roosevelt has declared 
that he will push no man upon the 
south politically who is distasteful. If 
he is sincere in this there is much for 
which to be thankful. Will those 
whom the president as an individual 
represents be equally as broad {n mat- 
ters social—each community to its 
own liking, without interference from 
the other? 


The decision of the supreme court 
of Illinois, following so soon alter that 
rendered by the supreme court of 
Michigan, in which the property; 
value of franchises is taken cogni- 
zance of by law, is tar-reaching in 
that it plainly indicates the general 
acceptance of that principle. Under 
its operation $325,000,u00 new prop- 
erty values are rendered subject to 
the even process of the tax assessor 
in Illinois. 

The conservatism of the taxing 
power in the United States has been 
demonstrated in the persistence with 
which old forms of property have 
been burdened by the increasing de- 
mands of legislation, while new forms 
have been either overlooked or ig- 
nored. The individual owner of lands 
or merchandise had no plea for es- 
cape. Partnership values came under 
the control of the tax collector, while 
ordinary corporations for the transac- 
tion of business found themselves 
handicapped by an ever-increasing tax 
rate. While all this was going on, a 
new form of investment, the public 
utility franchise, came into existence. 
An average citizen held a mortgage 
for $1,000, or a note—a mere evidence 
of money due, and meeting its tax ob- 
ligation in the hantis of another—and 
yet it had to pay a tax. This double 
or treble taxation of the same dollar 
represented in various evidences of 
writing was made subject to a tax for 
every such additional form that it as- 
sumed. Yet franchises worth perhaps 
millions the moment they are granted, 
and unconnected with a single tangi- 
ble asset, are allowed to go free. 

The decisions quoted show a 
changed attitude in regard to such 
franchises. The supreme court of 
Michigan held that no extra legisla- 
tion was needed to authorize a tax as- 
sessor to set a value upon anything 
that bore mortey value. It proceeded 
on the general assumption that the 
purpose of the law was to reach all 
values. The supreme court of Illi. 
nois follows in the same steps, and 
upon general principles decides that 
all property must bear its equal bur- 
den, that franchises are property, and 
that it is the duty of tax assessors 
to include them in their reports. The 
result of this decision is to add 
$8,000,000 to the tax receipts of IIlli- 
nois, $2,000,000 of which will remain 
in Chicago. The further effect ‘will 
be the equalization of the tax burden, 
taking off property now overtaxed and 
placing it where it belongs. It is es- 
timated that the relief to the tax 
payers will represent a 25 per cent 
reduction. 

These decisions are of interest in 
Georgia, where the franchise value 
has grown to be a large proportion of 
the general wealth. 

While other forms of property have 
to meet a heavy tax rate, there is no 
just reason why valuable public util- 
ity franchises should escape their 
share of tax paying. 


Hoar and Wellington. 

The refusal of Senator George F. 
Hoar, republican, of Massachusetts, 
to laud the late President McKinley 
Places him in the same category with 
Senator Wellington, republican, of 
Maryland, and both for the same rea- 
son. 

When Senator George L. Welling- 
ton was called upon for an expression 
in regard to the assassination, he re- 
fused to speak, saying there were cer- 
tain reasons placing a barrier be- 
tween himself and the wounded man. 
This was taken up by the press gen- 
erally, which denounced a man who 
would not add his sympathy to that of 
the nation on the occasion referred 
to. It was well known: that the cause 
of difference between Wellington and 
the late president was the position of 
the latter in regard to the Philippine 
question. 

In refusing an invitation to eulogize 
the late president, Senator Hoar gives 
Wellington's identical reasorj—the at- 
titude of Mr. McKinley in Filipino 
affairs: 

I differed with him and his administra- 
tion—and my opinion on that subject has 
strengthened, and not weakened in the 
lapse of time—in regard to his policy in 
dealing with the Philippine islands. 

Yet the strange inconsistency of the 
average Massachusetts mind is dis- 
played in this incident. Senator Hoar 
professes to be a man of strong con- 
victions, and he holds that the ballot 
box is the place for their expression. 
He cannot eulogize the memory of the 
late President because the Filipino 
question was “the principal political 
measure of his administration,” yet 
he could vote for his reelection in or- 
der to have the power to push that 
“principal political measure” to ultt- 
mate success. If Senator Hoar could 
afford to indorse “the principal meas- 
ure” by voting for it, surely he could 
afford to speak a few perfunctory 
words over a new-made grave. 

The “Two Georges” would make a 
fine combination to stump the coun- 
try—both republican! 


TREND OF CURRENT ‘TOPICS. 


Disturbing the West. 
(From The Chattanooga Times.) 

The people of Indiana are beginning to 
be somewhat alarmed over the rapid in- 
crease of the negro vote in that state, 
which has been 5 per cent greater during 
the past five years than the increase in 
the white vote. The Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel accounts for this condition on the 
“supposition that the negroes are rap- 
idly coming to this state from the south.” 
While we do not regard the fact here 
set forth as indicating any general move- 
ment of negroes from the southern 
states to the north and west, yet there 
are strong reasons for believing that the 
younger negroes who receive their educa- 
tion in the various public and industrial 
schools scattered throughout the south 
may naturally be expected to drift fur- 
ther north, where they have been led to 
expect a field outside of that of day la- 
borer for their activities. Naturally they 
will be followed by a much smaller num- 
ber, however, of their illiterate friends 
and relatives, and this may go forward 
at a rate to make some impression at no 
distant day on the electorates of the mid- 
die western states. 

That this seems to be so is intimated 
by The Sentinel, which says that “in 
this city we have negroes who have 
proven themselves worthy citizens of the 
community.” . If this emigration of the 
better class of negroes continues and the 
increase shall be in keeping with the 
spread of the education of the race, it is 
not too much to say that the “social 
equality question’’ will ultimately and 
before very long be transferred from the 
south to the west and north. The south 
need have no fear on this score; the west 
and north may have to grapple with it 
quite seriously. 


Will Bring Negroes Northward. 
(From The New Orleans Picayune.) 


While some of his predecessors were so- 
licitous about the negroes’ political rights 


never before has the natian ha@ a chief 
magistrate who has championed their 
social equality. Whatever may be the 
president’s real feelings on the subject, 
that is the way the southern negroes are 
going to regard his recent act, and they 
will conduct themselves accordingly, and 
the chief effect will be a powerfully ac- 
celerated movement of the southern ne- 
groes northward. 3 
The Trackless Ocean. 
(From The New York World). 

Day by day arriving passengers on the 
great Atlantic liners have fairy stories to 
tell which are both new and true. The 
latest marvellous tales are from those 
who came across on the Campania. En 
route they saw how an active conversa~ 
tion was carried on with the sister ship 
Lucania, 170 miles away. They knew of 
an important message being vibrated to 
one of their number from Crookhaven 
station, dn an invisible coast. These &c- 
complishments are the latest and most 
important manifestations of the mirac- 
ulous possibilities which are in the wire- 
less telegraph. 

Through the multiplication of ships the 
ocean ceased to be trackless. Through the 
Marconi marvel it has ceased to be a sol- 
itude. The very air now speaks of fellow- 
voyagers to “those who go down to the 
sea in ships.’’ If spirit were indeed to be 
called “from the vast deep” in these days, 
they would scarcely excite more wonder 
than does the calling of man’s messages 
from the very ether that we breathe.

The great expositions of the future will 
scarcely undertake the impossible task of 
reflecting a world’s industries. It will 
be quite sufficient—and far more satis- 
factory and profitable in the end—to de- 
velop on approved exposition lines the 
principle of specialized exhibition which 
was so notably illustrated in the National 
Export exposition, and which will be fjir- 
ther enforced in the comprehensive view 
of southern and West Indian products 
and industries at the forthcoming 

Charleston exposition. 


The Boer Fight.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Congressman Charles L. Bartlett, of 
Macon, was in the city yesterday with 
scarcely a trace visible of his recent 
critical illness.

No Action Taken Regarding Paper frem 
Police Board. 


ANOTHER MEETING CALLED 


During Hearing Yesterday Afternoon 


Two Police Commissioners Dif- 
fered as to Whether Politics 
Entered Into Workings 
of Police Board. 


During a joint meeting of the police 
and ordinance committees of council yes- 
terday afternoon the question of estab- 
lishing the system of civil service for the 
police department was discussed at 


length, not only by members of the com- 
mittee, but also by members of the po- 
lice board who were present by invita- 


tion. No action was taken in regard to 
the majority report from the police 


board, but the matter will again be con- 
sidered at a meeting to be held tomor- 


row morning at 10 o’clock. 
Those present during the session of 
the two committees were Mayor Pro Tem. 


Harvey Johnson, Councilman E. C. Kontz, 


Councilman Malvern Hill, Councilman H, 
W,. Grady, Councilman A, C. Minhinnett 
and Police Commissioners J. W. English, 
W. O. Jones, W. H. Brotherton and W. 
H. Patterson. 

Captain English said such a system 
would eliminate politics from the force. 
He was of the opinion that the system 
would be instrumental in making the en- 
tire force more efficient, and that the 
men, knowing they would hold their po- 
sitions as long as they did their duty, 
would make every effort to give perfect 
satisfaction. It was brought out during 
the discussion that the city charter pro- 
vides that the members of the police 
force must be elected every two years, 
while new applicants are now required 
to stand rigid examinations in order to 
get on the force. 

Applies to New Members. 

Members of the committee wanted to 
know if the whole force or just the new 
men would come under the new system 
provided & was established. Several of 
ithe commissioners said it was their opin- 
ion that the new applicants would be 
the ones subject to civil service. 

Commissioner Patterson thought. the 
system a good one, and said he would be 
glad to see it established while he was 
a member of the board. He did not 
blame men On the force for working in 
the interest of candidates, as it in many 
instances meant bread and meat to them. 
He said, however, that there were rules 
against political work by members of the 
force, and that he always expected to 
vote to have them enforced. He was of 
the opinion that politics did not enter 
into matters acted upon by the board. 

Commissioner Jones, on the other hand, 
asserted that politics had entered into 
the board that it was his opinion that the 
work of Chief Ball had been interfered 
with at times. Captain Brotherton said 
he thought civil service should apply to 
the old force as well as new members, 
but he considered the present plan a good 
one. He said the method of electing men 
every two years was democratic in prin- 
ciple and he was in favor of keeping it up. 

After all had spoken Mayor Pro Tem. 
Johnson declared that the paper sent to 
council to be acted upon did not mean 
anything; that it was merely an expres- 
sion that a majority of the members fa- 
vored civil service, but no plan to secure 
this system had been suggested. 

Councilman Minhinnett moved that ac- 
tion be deferred until later in the week. 
Councilman Kontz, chairman of the ordi- 
nance committee, announced that he 
would call a meeting of his committee 
for tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock, and 
that the matter could then be taken up 
again.

To reach their train early yesterday 
morning, the members of the grind opera 
company, who left for Birmingham, were 
forced to pass through Atlanta’s union 
depot—an unfortunate incident, for it 
left a bad taste in the carefully guarded 
mouths 0& these apostles of Orpheus after 
a very delightful stay in the Gate City 
of the South. 

What impressed them as being particu- 
larly remarkable was that a city whose 
people had reached such an advanced 
stage of artistic appreciation would sub- 
mit to the embarrassment before the 
world of such a miserably inadequate 
gateway to their homes. 

They were traveling in a special train, 
and every provision that money and taste 
could secure for their health and com- 
fort was made by the management. They 
expected that their sleeper wouid be 
ready for them at the expiration of the 
opera. 

They were doomed to disappointment. 
Standing in the depot, unprotected from 
the chill morning air, with the October 
winds whirling around them, they were 
uncomfortable, which was bad; in a few 
minutes they lost their tempers, which 
was unfortunate; railed at the depot 
guards in three unintelligible languages at 
once, which only made the matter worse, 
and finally started out on a walk for 
their car with chattering teeth, the men 
uttering imprecations on the guards, the 
depot, Atlanta and everything else with 
a passionate vehemence that clothed it- 
self from a full, warm and flexible vo- 
cabulary. 

Such instances as this, showing the 
inadequacy of the present depot, are 
ocurring daily, but it is by no means the 
most distressing evidence that could be 
quoted. The affair occurred late at 
night, when very few trains are in the 
depot, the minimum number of passengers 
are arriving and departing and the ter- 
minal presents its most favorable aspect.

Dr. W. A. Monnish, through his attor- 
ney, Captain James F. O'Neill, yesterday 
afternoon filed with Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, of the superior court, an application 
for a writ of mandamus to force Bufiding 
Inspector Frank Pittman and the mayor 
and city council to grant him a permit 
to erect a dwelling house at the corner 
of Peachtree street and Forrest avenue. 
Judge Lumpkin set the case for a hear- 
ing on November 9 at 10 o’clock in the 
morning. 

The mandamus proceeding is another 
step in the effort of Dr. Monnish to se- 
cure the building permit over which such 
a vigorous fight has been waged in the 
city council. After the municipal author- 
ities had set the stamp of disapproval 
on the plan of Dr. Monnish he an- 
nounced his intention of continuing the 
fight through the courts. 

Objection was raised to the proposed 
building on the ground that it was in- 
tended for a sanitarium. On the other 
hand, Dr. Monnish claims that it is to 
be a dwelling house. The petition asserts 


that the city authorities have no right 
to refuse a building permit to any per- 
s0n to construct a residence, if that par- 
ty conforms to the law in regard to fire 
and sanitary regulations.

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NEW AMENDMENTS 
TO CITY CHARTER 
ARE READY. 


Two Bills Will Be Introduced in the 
House Teday. 


FRANCHISES MAY BE TAXED 


Sale or Lease of City Water Works 
System To Be Forever Prevented. 
New Alderman Is Provided 
For—Other Amend- 
ments Made. 


A special committee from council con- 


sisting of Councilman E. C. Kontz, chair- 


man of the committee on ordinances and 
legislation; Councilman H. W. Grady, Al- 
derman M. T. LaHatte, Mayor Pro Tem 
Harvey Johnson; Councilman Malvern 
Hill and Councitiman H. F. Garrett yes- 
terday morning visited the capitol and 
called on Hon. John M. Slaton and Hon. 
Cc. C. Houston, representatives from Ful- 
ton county, and presented the various 
proposed charter amendments that have 
pen adopted by council fronf time to time 
within the past two years. é 

City Clerk W. J. Campbell accompanied 
the representatives from council and sub- 
mitted certified copies of the amendments 
and also gave the necessary assurance 
that the proposed measures had been duly 
advertised according to law. Fulton's 
representatives were requested to intro- 
duce the amendments as early as possible 
ang have them referred to the general 
judiciary, or other appropriate commit- 
tee. Members of council will appear be- 
fore the committee at the proper time 
to explain the various amendments and 
urge their passage. 

The bills were not introduced yester- 
day because the business before the house 
prevented up to the hour of adjournment, 
but they will be introduced the first thing 
this morning. 

Taxation of Franchises. 

The more important of these measures pro- 
vides for an amendment to the city charter 
of Atlanta, permitting the city to levy and 
collect a tax on franchises. 

The amendment provides: ‘‘That said city 
shall levy and collect an ad valorem tax on 
franchises owned or operated within its limits, 


, and also defining what is meant by the use 


' 
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of the term franchise in this act: to repeal 
the limitation on business and occupation li- 
censes, and to provide for classification of 
trades, businesses and occupations and em- 
powering said city to impose fees and charges 
on the different classifications, and for other 
purposes.’’ 

It is proposed to amend section 25, of the 
city charter, so that when amended it shall 
read as follows, the addition to the section 
appearing in capital letters: 

Section 25. For the purpose of raising reve- 
nue for the support and maintenance of said 
city government, the mayor and general coun- 
cil shall have full power and authority, and 
they shall provide by ordinance for the as- 
seessment, levy and collection of an ad valo- 
rem tax on all real and personal property, 
INCLUDING FRANCHISES HELD, CLAIM- 
ED, OWNED OR OPERATED BY ANY PER- 
SON, ASSOCIATION OF PERSONS OR COR- 
PORATION, within the incorporate limits of 
saidcity, not exceeding one and one-fourth (1%) 
per cent thereon, which shall include the schoo} 
tax, which under the laws of this state is sub- 
ject to taxation; provided, nevertheless, that 
all assessments of real property shall be made 
at cash market valuation. The term ‘“‘fran- 
chise’’ as herein used shall mean any special 
privilege or authority granted by the state or 
said city to exercise power, or to do and 
perform acts which without such grant they 
could not do or perform. 

The bill next proposes to amend section 26 
of the city charter so as to permit the mayor 
and general council to ‘“‘require any person, 
firm, corporation or company éngaged in, prose- 
cuting or carrying on, or who may engage 
in, prosecute or carry on any trade, business, 
calling or avocation or profession or operate 
public utilities or occupy for business purposes 
space on, over or under the streets or public 
places within the corporate limits of said city, 
to register their names and business calling, 
avocation or profession annually, and to re- 
quire such person, company or association to 
pay for such registration and for license to 
engage in, prosecute or carry on such business, 
calling or profession aforesaid, or to operate 
any public utility or occupy for business pur- 
poses space on, over and under the streets 
or public places, such fee, charge or tax as 
said mayor and general council may deem ex- 
pedient for the safety, benefit, convenience 
and advantage of said city.’’ 

Following sections of the bill provide for 
the insertion of public utilities, franchises, 
etc., In all places in the city’s charter where 
other classes of property or other businesses 
are referred to, so as to give the city authori- 
ties similar power over these new classes of 
property. 

Section 4 of the bill strikes out the limita- 
tion of $300 as license on money and pawn 
brokers and leaves the matter altogether with 
council 


Seventh Ward Alderman. 


Section 6 provides that each of the seven 
wards of the city of Atlanta shall be entitled 
to an alderman, selected from the residents of 
the respective wards, and that a resident of 
one ward shall be ineligible to represent an- 
other ward in the board of aldermen, and in 
order to carry this act into effect the num- 
ber of aldermen of the city of Atlanta shali 
beincreased from six to seven, and as the wards 
from one to six, inclusive, have now each an 
alderman in the board of aldermen, at the 
approaching city election, in December, 1901, 
an additional alderman shall be selected from 
the residents of the seventh ward to serve for 
the same term, and with the same rights and 
subject to the same rules and penalties as the 
aldermen now serving. 

Section 7 provides that the 
ber of members constituting the  ad- 
ministrative boards «- of the city of 
Atlanta, to-wit: The board of police com- 
missioners, the board of perk commissioners, 
the board of education, the board of water 
eommissioners, the board of health, the trus. 
tees of the Grady hospi*t)] and such other like 
boards as may now, or hereafter exist or be 
created, by or for said city, shall be fixed at 
@ number corresponding to the number cf 
wards in the city, 

In section 8 it is provided that council can- 
not change the term of any franchise once 
it is granted. 

Section 9 makes it a violation of duty and 
a subject for impeachment for any official to 
vote for any sale, or lease of the city’s water 
works system, and all contracts in violation 
of this section which prohibits such an act, 
are declared nuli and void. 

It is declared tn section 10 that “‘the juris-

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF ADJU- 
tant General James W. Robertson has 
been issued and will be furnished the 
members of the legislature today. In one 
section of the report the adjutant gen- 
eral dwells on the state encampment. He 
¢tates that encampments were held this 
year without expense to the state. The 
adjutant general reports that it has been 
recommended: to him that the state make 
up an appropriation for the militia twice 
as great as the sum apportioned to Geor- 
gia from the fedtral appropriation for 
military purposes, which would .be $56,- 
228.74. It is also asked that the troops 
be supplied with overeogts and blankets, 
the cost of which would be $61,573.24. The 
report shows the total expense for the 
militia for the year to be $14,149.38. The 
strength of the state troops is reported 
as follows: Field staff officers, 419: total 
number of men, 4,623; total officers and 
men, 6,042. The total number of white 
troops is shown to be 4,420 and the total 
number of colored troops 622. It is shown 
that there are seventy-eight white and 
eight colored companies, a total of eighty- 
six companies.

those in such counties as work their own 
convicts on the public works, shall be 
placed under the supervision and control 
of the prison commission. This was the 
special order for 11 o'clock. 

' The original bill was read and then the 
substitute. A rather stirring debate fol- 
lowed, and after the house had voted down 
all the amendments the author withdrew 
the bill by unanimous consent. 

“It is my idea,’’ said Mr. Toomer, in ad- 
vocating his measure, “‘that this substi- 
tute removes every objection to this bill 
that can be made by its worst enemies.” 

Mr. Toomer declared the great majority 
of the counties in the state were today 
working convicts in a manner contrary 
to law. The law is frequently violated in 
the matter of punishment, quality of food 
and clothing furnised, he declared. He 
asserted excessive punishment is fre- 
quently administered, and said it should 
be uniform with all convicts throughout 
the state. 

Mr. Toomer showed that his bill would 
apply only to those counties which are 
leasing their convicts for hire, and in a 
manner which he declared to be illegal. 
It will not include those counties, he said, 
which are now working their own mis- 
demeanor convicts on their public works. 

Mr. Toomer appealed for the passage 
of the bill on the grounds of humanity 
as well as a business proposition. 

Mr. Knight, of Berrien, opposed the 
Toomer bill on the ground that the pres- 
ent law was suflicient and that the prison 
commission now had practical control 
over the misdemeanor convicts. 

“I want to state,’ he said, ‘“‘that the 
that our county is now leas- 
ing her convicts illegally is untrue,”’ 

Mr. Knight said the misdemeanor con- 
victs now brought Berrien county $3,000 
over and above the expense of convicting 
them, 

Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, opposed the 
measure on the ground that it was un- 
necessary. Mr. Howell, of Meriwether, 
favored the bill, declaring that convicts 
now in many tinstances are inhumanly 
treated. 

Mr. Morris, of.Cobb, declared that there 
was plenty of law already on the statute 
books to prevent abuses both of the con- 
victs themselves and the laws relating to 
them. He said he did not see any good in 
this bill and. hoped it would not pass. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, offered an amend- 
ment providing that counties working con- 
victs on public works be allowed to sub- 
mit bids, and that in the awarding of 
contracts they be given the preference, 
and that they be not required to give 
bond. This and all other amendments to 
the bill were killed by an overwhelming 
vote and just before the vote on the Dill 
itself was reached Mr. Toomer asked 
unanimous consent to withdraw the meas- 
ure. 

“I make this request with the statement 
that it is my intention not to introduce 
the measure again.”’ he said. “It has had 
a fair trial and this will end it so far as 
I am concerned.” 

The unanimous consent was granted, 
the bill withdrawn and the house ad- 
journed.

The bill simply provides a means for the 
widow and mincr children of employees to 
Obtain the salary due the deceased husban4 
or fdther, without paying it all out in court 
costs. Recently I represented a lady whose 
husband had been killed by the railroad, there 
was some $22 due on her deceased husband’s 
Salary, the railroad was Willing’ and ready to 
pay the money at any time, but under the law 
if was necessary to take out letters of ad- 
mtnistration, The court costs for the neces - 
sery legal proceedings were more than the 
amount due on salary. This was every dollar 
in the world the husband left, and had it not 
been for the kindness of the ordinary of Ful- 
fom county in giving the costs to the good 
lady, who, by the way, was the mother of two 
infant children, she could not have obtained 
the small balance due on her deceased hus- 
yaa salary for herself and two infant chi}- 
aren. 

There are hundreds of cases similar to this 
one in Georgia.

ELECTION SYSTEM FOR STATE 


Election Reform for Entire State Is Favored by 
House Committee on Elections. 


The house committee on elections and 
election privileges, at a meeting held 
yesterday afternoon, decided to report 
favorably on the bill to establish the 
Australian ballot system in Georgia. The 
bill was introduced in the house by Dr. 
T. J. M. Kelly, representative from Glas- 
cock county. 

The bill is intended to secure election 
reform throughout the state and is one 
of the most important introduced during 
the present session. If it becomes a law, 
the bill means a radical change in the 
manner of conducting elections. It Is 
stated that under its provisions much 
of the ignorant vote of the state will 
be eliminated, and it is also stated that 
the general tendency of the bill is to 


purify the ballot box 

One of the principal aims of the bill is 
to eliminate the professionel heelers. 
One of the sections provides that if the 
voter is ignorant and cannot prepare his 
ballot that the manegers may be allowed 
to do so, the voter specifying the candi- 
dates for whom he desires to vote. 

The system contemplated in the bill is 
practically the same as is now in vogue 
in Atlanta, and which has proven sat- 
isfactory. The bill was carefully drawn 
and Dr. Kelly states that it meets the 
approval of some of the best lawyers

It is not 
generally known that Colonel Estill has

“I am going to win this fight, 
too,’’ he said. ‘I belfeve I will be the 
next governor of Georgia.”’ 

Major G M. Ryals, who has been man- 
aging Colonel Estill’s campaign, was éven 
more enthusiastic than Colonel Estill him- 
self. 

“I have traveled all through south 
Georgia since this campaign began,’’ Ma- 
jor Ryals said, ‘“‘and I: am satisfied that 
the whole of the lower part of the state 
is solidly for him. You can put it down 
that Colonel Estill is going to surprise 
the boys when the time comes to count 
the votes.”’ 


BOWER WANTS THE STATION. 
Hon. Byron Bower, of Decatur, is al-
